WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP). 
—A movement to bring public lead- 
ers of all political faiths into fun- 
damental agreement on postwar 
peace planning and international 
organization was reported under 
way today. 

Senator Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee member, said he and some 
other members of the committee 
had been consulted about the un- 
dertaking by Ewing Cockrell, of 
Warrensburg, Mo., a former cir- 
cuit judge who is president of the 
United States Federation of Jus- 
tice, 

Cockrell told reporters several 
national leaders, including Justice 
Owen J. Roberts of the United 
States. Supreme .Court, and seven 
Senators, had agreed to co-oper- 
ate in the movement, Others are 
to be invited to participate, he 
said. - 

At a joint interview attended by 
Cockrell and Senators Austin and 
Thomas (Dem.), Utah, the aims of 
the movement were described as: 
1—To promote and increase na- 
tional unity on postwar peace; 2— 
to provide maximum. benefits to 
the United States while fostering 
the fullest international co-opera- 
tion; 3—to study means.of main- 
taining future peace. 


ARTIFICIAL EYES OF PLASTIC 
INVENTED BY ARMY DENTISTS 


Shown at Dispensary in London; 

Said to Have Several Advan- 

tages Over Glass. 

LONDON, March 11 (AP).— 
Newly developed artificial eyes of 
plastic were exhibited today on an 
inspection of the American Army 
dental dispensary in London by 
high-ranking Allied medical offi- 
cers. 

The Army dentists who invent- 
ed the eyes say they won’t break 
when dropped, are more lifelike 
than glass eyes, can be ground to 
insure fit and are not affected by 
eye secretions or temperature 
changes. ; 

They are made of dental acrylic 
resin, used in dental plates. The 
technique was developed by Cap% 
Stanley F. Erpf of San Francisco. 


NEW WAVE OF VIOLENCE

WAR LABOR BOARD 
PANEL DECIDES 
AGAINST PETRILO 


Recommends That Musi- 
cians Be Directed to 
Resume Making Rec- 
ords, End ‘Strike.’ 


SAYS PHONOGRAPH 
DID NOT CUT JOBS 


Labor. Member Dissents, 
Denies There Was Any 
Interference With War 
Effort. 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
— War Labor Board panel to- 
day recommended in effect that 


the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians be directed to resume rec- 
ord making. The board had as- 
sumed jurisdiction in the 18- 
month-old. dispute between the 
Federation and seven radio tran- 
scription companies despite a 
union contention that its members 
are not on strike, that no labor 
controversy exists and fhat the 
board had no jurisdiction. 

In a lengthy report on the con- 
troversy, Arthur 8S. Meyer, public 
member, and Gilbert E. Fuller, in- 
dustry member, concurred in a 
recommendation that the board 
“exercise its power to terminate 
the strike to the end that the 
conditions prevailing on July 31, 
1942, be restored.” Max Zaritsky, 
labor member, filed a dissenting 
opinion. 

James C. Petrillo, head of the 
musicians’ union, has demanded 
that employers pay a fee to a 
union employment fund for each 
record and transcription made, 
contending that their manufac- 
ture creates unemployment among 
the musicians. The Decca Co. 
and several transcription com- 
panies entered into such an agree- 
ment with the union but Colum- 
bia, Victor and the National 
Broadcasting Co. have refmsed to 
do so. 

* Majority Report. 

The majority report concluded 
that a labor dispute exists between 
the union and the companies 
which interferes with the war ef- 
fort, that the WLB has jurisdic- 
tion, and that while juke boxes 
have displaced live musicians, the 
over-all use of phonograph records 
has “probably not, on balance, de- 
creased the employment of musi- 
cians.” 

“No present, important unem- 
ployment of musicians exists,” the 
majority found, adding that the 
“sole demand made by the union 
on the companies is that com- 
panies should pay certain monies 
to the union for its employment 
fund” but no instance has been 
cited where “employers have paid 
money to a union for the benfit 
of unemployed union members 
who are not employes of the pay- 
ing employers.” 

Such payments, “under proper 
safeguards, would not be opposed 
to social policy,” where union 
members create technological un- 
employment of union brothers, the 
majority said. 

Dissenting Opinion. 

Zaritsky, in his dissenting 
Opinion, denied that “there has 
been some degree of direct inter- 
ference with the war effort.” 

“The baleful prophecy of Elmer 
Davis, director of OWI, and the 
pessimistic predictions of James 
Fly, chairman of FCC, of a ‘creep- 
ing paralysis’ on the radio broad- 
casting industry and other chan- 
nels of public information have 
failed to materialize,” he said. 

In this case, the union has not 
gone on a strike, he asserted, but 
has merely abandoned a “certain 
type of work which itself created 
disemployment of union mem- 
bers.” 

In New York, Petrillo expressed 
confidence that the union would 
win a decision favorable to its 
claims when the case is heard by 
the full board. He said that the 
union would resist any back-to- 
work order and “that the case 
would be taken to the United 
States. Supreme Court if the full 
board sustained..the panel. 

“I don’t think the War Labor 
Board will’ go along with the 
panel’s decision,” Petrillo declared. 


Treasury's Idea--Use Withholding 
Receipt as a Simple Tax Return 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP). 
—Treasury tax-simpHfication plans 
contemplate adjusting the individ- 
ual’s withholding tax receipt so 
that it could be used as a simple 


tax return, 

This feature was disclosed to- 
day by Randolph E. Paul, general 
counsel for the Treasury, in a let- 
ter to Representative Brooks 
(Dem.), Louisiana. 

Paul said also that results of a 
joint study in simplification by 
the Treasury, the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau and the Joint Com- 
mittee on Taxation would be sub- 
mitted to Congress shortly. The 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee is to start considering a sim- 
plification bill Monday.

cussed use of the withholding tax 
receipt “as extremely simple re- 
turn,” and said: 

“Taxpayers whose tax is ve 
larg@y discharged by. withholding 
would be permitted to file this 
simple statement with the col- 
lectors in lieu of any other return, 
the collectors would then compute 
the tax and either assess addi- 
tional tax or issue a refund as the 
case might be.”

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
— The State Department § an- 
nounced tonight that it had re- 
fused sale of a merchant ship to 
Eire (Ireland) because Axis sub- 
marines had wantonly sunk other 
American ships operating under 
the Irish flag despite Eire’s policy 
of neutrality toward the Axis. 

Although the refusal was made 
more than a month before the 
United States asked Hire to aban- 
don neutrality, the fact that it 
was announced tonight on the 
heels of disclosure that Prime 
Minister de Valera had rejected 
the abandonment request strongly 
indicated that a firmer American 
policy on economic. co-operation 
with Eire is in operation. 

Note to De Valera. 

The fact that Eire had asked 
to purchase the S. 8S. Wolverine, 
an 8000-ton vessel, in this coun- 
try and the Government's reason 
for declining to approve the sale, 
were set forth in a note delivered 
to De Valera in Dublin on Jan. 
6 by David Gray, American Min- 
ister to Dublin.

sharpest and possibly its most 
dangerous rebuff, } 

The effort to have the Irish

Roosevelt Bid to Irish. 

The State Department tonight 
released the text of a message 
from Presidert Roosevelt to De 
Valera on Feb. 26, 1942, reassur- 
ing the Prime Minister that the 
arrival of American troops in 
Britain during the first weeks of 
war did not constitute a threat to 


Irish security. The President de- 


clare this government had not

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS,

The Germans apparently sent 
up every type of plane at their 
command including rocket-firing 
fighters, and swept against the 
American bombers in waved.

William A. Rynne, veteran fighter 
pilot of Yonkers, N. Y., who shot 
down two Messerschmitts. 

“We were flying top cover for 
the Forts,” he said.

280 Towns Taken.

NAPLES, March 11 (AP). 


DOLF HITLER has moved 
A hig capital from bomb-shat- 
tered Berlin to Breslau, 
trustworthy informants said 
today, but the German ma- 
chinery of government still is 
within range of Allied bombers. 
Most of the functions of the 
German Government now are 
carried out at the new Silesian 
headquarters, unofficial sources 
here said. 

Breslau, 175 miles southeast 
of Berlin, is a city of “630,000 
population. It is about 680 
miles from Britain’s coast, 670 
*miles from the Allied air base 
at Foggia in Italy, and is about 
425 miles from the Russian 
front in old Poland, In flying to 
Berlin this week, American 
fighter planes have demonstrat- 
ed they have a round-trip range 
of at least 1200 miles, so a 
trip to.

ALGIERS, March 11 (AP)— 
Pierre Pucheu, former Vichy In- 
terior Minister convicted of trea- 
son and sentenced to death by a 
French military tribunal, appealed 
today from the decision which he 
said during the closing minutes of 
his trial would “plant the first 
stake in a civil war” in France. 

Pucheu'’s defense chief, Louls 
Buttin, filed the appeal several 
hours after the court returned its 
verdict. He attacked the special 
tribunal's conduct of the case, tak- 
ing exception not only to the ver- 
dict but also to the court’s over- 
ruling of Buttin’s general demur- 
rer, which asked that judgment 
be suspended until all witnesses 
and evidence were brought within 
the jurisdiction of the court. 

The Appellate Court is expected 
to rule on the appeal within two 


GEN. MONTGOMERY THINKS 
NAZIS CAN LAST OUT 1944 


‘We Can Get Thing Almost Finished This 
Year, So That Next Year We Will 


Just Topple It Over.’ 


LONDON, March 11 (AP).—Gen. 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery de- 
clared today that “we have got 


this war absolutely gripped in a 
firm hold and the enemy cannot 
escape,” but he predicted that the 
fighting would probably extend 
into next year. 

In another confident expression, 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, su- 
preme commander of the Allied in- 
vasion forces, told graduates at the 
Royal Military College at Sand- 
hurst that he hoped “to meet 
them.soon, east of the Rhine.” 

Montgomery's Prediction. 

Montgomery, commander of 
British ground forces under EKisen- 
hower, told war workers on a tour 
of tank and gun plants that: “TI 
have not the slightest doubt that 
if the battlefront and homefront 
really get down to it this year, we 
can get the thing almost finished— 
held so tightly that next year we 
will just topple it over.” 

“At the end of this year, if not’ 
sooner, we shall have it just about 
right for toppling over,” he added. 

The former commander of the 
British Eighth Army, who took a 
day off from training the invasion 
force to inspect and chat with the 
men and women making tools-for 
the attack, was cheered when he 
remarked on the changes that had 
occurred since the days of Dun- 
kerque, 


“I got pushed into the sea my- 


self at Dunkerque—very unpleas- 
ant. But we are doing the push- 
ing now,” he said, 

Elsenhower’s Remarks. 

Eisenhower told the young offi- 
cers at Britain’s “West Point” that 
“a small unit of leadership will 
win the forthcoming ground bat- 
tle. You must master your job, 
and master it quickly.” 

“We can and must win this 
war,” he said in his short address. 
“Everyone, whether he is in uni- 
form or behind the plow, must do

Eisenhower, emphasizing the 
need of continuing Anglo-Amer- 
ican co-operation, said:

“More than at any other time 
in history we find the forces of 
evil ranged against those of de- 
cency and respect for the human 
mind, We stand on the side of 
decency, democracy and liberty. 


“Our great air forces by night 
and day are punishing our enemy, 
softening him up, but much re- 
mains to be done. ... Everyone of 
us must not fail in his duty.”

Convicted of Collaboration. 


The packed courtroom gasped 
when the decision in the “purge” 
trial was announced by Presiding 
Judge Leon Verin. 

The five-man tribunal found Pu- 
cheu guilty on all but four of the 
14 counts in the indictment and 
asserted there were no extenuat- 
ing circumstances. He was con- 
victed of treason, malfeasance in 
office and collaboration with the 
enemy, but was acquitted of the 
charge of making illegal arrests 
and conspiracy to overthrow the 
Third Republic. 

The Court reached its verdict 
an hour and two minutes after 
Pucheu, nervous and tearful, made 
a dramatic declaration of inno- 
cence. He cried, “I am not the 
assassin in the courtroom .. 
This is not a court of justice, but 
a political coup.” 

He was referring to the fact 
that the. prosecutor, Maj. Gen. 
Pierre Weiss, also was formerly 
allied with the Vichy Government. 

Warning of Bitterness. 

Pucheu declared again and 
again the policies of the French 
Liberation Committee would lead 
France into “the worst internal 
strife.” He begged the Court to 
remember that the trial would 
affect “the immense majority of 
Frenchmen who never have sur- 
rendered, but who wished to fol- 
low Marshal Henri Philippe Pe- 
tain up to a certain point. It 
would be atrocious to attack these 
Frenchmen.” Then he asserted: 
“What hatred the Government is 
building up around liberation!” 

Pucheu said he would gladly 
offer his life if he thought it 
would dispel the atmosphere of 
bitterness which he said _ the 
policies of the National commit- 


tee were spreading among French- 
»-men. But he concluded his plea 
resignedly: “Quoi qu’il arrive, vive 
Ila France!” (Whatever happens, 
live France.)

Huge Stockpile of Guns, 
Tanks and Ammuni- 
tion Waiting for Route 
to Open, Report Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP). 
—The United States has a huge 
stockpile of weapons in India— 
$40,381,000 worth of artillery and 
other guns, $77,871,000 in ammuni- 
tion and $42,197,000 in tanks— 
awaiting the time they can pe 
moved into China for use against 
the Japanese, 

This information was given to 
Congress today in - the quarterly 
report of Leo T. Crowley, Foreign 
Economic Administrator, on opera- 
tions of lend-lease, which he said 
aggregated $19,986,000,000 through 
December. 

It was the first of such reports 
to give so much detail of efforts 
to aid China. Heretofore, the re- 
ports have lumped China with In- 
dia and Australia without making 
clear what percentage has gone to 
the Chungking government. 

By comparison with the stock- 
pile now in India, lend-lease in 
three years has succeeded in get- 
ting into China only $15,585,000 in 
ordnance and $22,203,000 in ammu- 
nition, although aircraft, machin- 
ery and other supplies ran the 
total of lend-lease aid to China 
through last December to $200,- 
995,000, This includes $25,419,000 in 
services which were not explained 
but probably include training of 
Chinese flyers in this country and 
Chinese troops in India. 

Including motor vehicles and 


— Miscellaneous items, the stockpile 


of military goods now in India and 
intended for transfer to China is 
valued at $191,731,000. 

Crowley reported great progress 
had been made in movement of 


‘| supplies to China by air, 


“The actual volume of air freight 
now being carried into China each 
month is a military secret, but the 
amounts have increased by leaps 
and bounds,” he said. In the last 
three months of 1943, more air 
cargo for United States and Chin- 
ese forces was carried into China 
by air than in the preceding nine 
months of the year, 

“In January 1944, the tonnage of 
goods flown into Chiria was 15 
times that of January 1943 — and 
the monthly tonnage figure is con- 
tinuing to increase.” 

Otherwise, Crowley’s report, sub- 
mitted on the third anniversary of 
the lend-lease law, followed lines 
of those of the past, simply in- 
creasing figures on the amounts 
sent to various Allied nations. Of 
the total of lend-leése, 43.3 per 
cent has gone to the United 
Kingdom and 27.2 per cent to Rus 
sia. Reverse lend-lease has aggre- 
gated about two billion dollars 
with most of it coming from the 
British commonwealth. 

Last year’s lend-lease from the 
United States amounted to nearly 
12 billions. 


SEVERAL TYPES OF SAUSAGE

types of sausage was cut one and 
two points by the Office of. Price

Along the coast of New Guinea, 
PT boats shelled the big Japanese 
base at Madang. An enemy coastal 
vessel was sunk off Gasmata, on 
the southern shore of New Britain. 

The only ground action reported 
in the entire South-Southwest Pa- 
cific war theater was on Bougain- 
ville Island in the Solomons where 
Japanese attacked the American 
perimeter at Empress Augusta 
Bay.

GANGSTER SOUGHT 
OUT LABOR BOSS 


Shifted From One Hotel 
to Another at St. Louis- 
an’s Suggestion and 
Was Captured. 


The police report on activities in 
St. Louis of Francis (Buster) 
Smith, New York hijacker who 
was arrested here last October, 
omits any reference to Timothy R. 
(Ted) Cronin, boss of the AFL 
Service Car Drivers’ Union, al- 
though Cronin was in the midst of 
the picture, the Post-Dispatch 
learned yesterday. 

Smith was sentenced to eight 
years in prison in New York Feb. 
9 when he pleaded guilty of steal- 
ing an interstate shipment of 
whisky. This was just a month 
before the gangster-fashion attack 
on Cronin, who was shot four 
times in the left arm by two men 
firing from an automobile into 
Cronin’s carin Watson road. None 
of the eight bullets they poured 
into the car found a vital spot and 
Cronin was released from St. 
John’s Hospital Friday. 

Almost as soon as Smith arrived 
fin St. Louis last October, with 
agents of the Fedéral Bureau of 
Investigation trailing him closely, 
he sought out Cronin at Park-A- 
Lot, Inc., 815 North First street, 
whre the labor boss has his office. 

F. B. L. Follows Hijacker. 

The F. B. L. learned that Cronin 
had suggested Smith and his 
woman companion, Ruth DeJong, 
move from the downtown Lennox 
Hotel to the Kings-Way, a quieter, 
residential hotel, and had engaged 
a trucker to pickup their baggage 
at Union Station. F. B. L. agents 
missed the trucker at the station 
by 30 minutes, but they reported 
they were able to pick up the trail 
and follow it to the Kings-Way. 

Detective Capt. Martin T. Cliffe, 
who participated in the arrest of 
Smith and Miss DeJong, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter the case 
was an F. B. I. matter and he did 
not know that Smith had visited 
Cronin until “sometime after 
Smith had been returned to New 
York.” 

Although Cliffe has been as- 
signed to investigate the shoot- 
ing of Cronin, this information of 
the Smith-Cronin conference ap- 
parently was not given to Chief 
ef Detectives Herman Seibels, for 
Beibels told the reporter he first 
learned of the meeting in Cronin’s 
office where he read of it in yes- 
terday’s Post-Dispatch. 

At the time of Smith’s arrest, 
Seibels questioned him superficial- 
ly, he said. “So far as I knew,” 
he added, “Smith had no St. Louis 
connections.” 

The police report said: Smith, 
alias Wilson (he and Miss DeJong 
were registered as Mr. and Mrs. 
F. Wilson of Edgewater N. J.) is 
at present badly wanted in New 
York City on a charge of larceny 
from an interstate shipment, rob- 
bery and unlawful flight to evade 
prosecution. He is considered a 
very dangerous criminal and has 
been a member of various notor- 
jous Eastern gangs. 

“Both (Smith and Miss DeJong) 
are unknown to this department 
and there are no wanted cards on 
either. They were placed in hold- 
over at Central District, booked 
and held for F. B. I. authoriti&.

“We-are not threatening the na- 
tion with a atrike in our demands 
for wage increases,” Murray said, 
"If I thought you were going to 
engage in wildcat walkouts while 
this war is on, I would tell you to 
get somebody else to lead you. I 
would not have part.in anything 
to lose a single life on the battle- 
fields or prolong the war a single 
day.” 

Murray denounced “subterfuges” 
he said were being used to keep 
the steelworkers’ demands for a 
pay rise of 17 cents an hour from 
coming before the War Labor 
Board, 

“We have struggled five to six 
weeks to get before War Labor 
Boards,” he said. “Cunning de- 
vices are being used to prevent it. 
They do not want our facts dis- 
closed to the public. We have 
spent almost $100,000 gathering 
facts on what the present tax sys- 
tem is doing to workers and the 
effect of the cost of living.” 

Murray denied charges that sol- 
diers in the front lines condemn 
union labor and said, “We have re- 
ceived thousands of letters daily 
from soldiers, They commend us 
for our war production and beg 
that we support their living stan- 
dards. until they return.”

Navy Planes Battered

Two of the fighting airmen of 
the group which saw its command- 
ing officer, Lt. Comdr. Edward H. 
(Butch) O’Hare make his final 
takeoff, ‘came home to St. Louis 
yesterday, and reported how the 
‘flyers had taken retribution in the 
ace’s memory at Truk.

‘iszewski and Lt. (jg) Harry R. 
|Wachaler. 

Lt. Staniszewski, in an interview 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field, shortly 
after he had stepped out of a com- 
mercial transport ship last night, 

| praised the co-ordination of team- 
|work between fighters, torpedo 
| planes and dive bombers that sur- 
prised the Japanese and aecounted 
for at least 23 ships sunk and 200 
| Planes destroyed. — 

Lt. Wachsler, seen earlier yes- 
terday at the airport, said that 
the men aboard the carrier which 
based O’Hare’s outfit “felt like 
hell” when they heard that their 
leader had been shot down, but 
rejoiced in the news that he had 
downed two or three enemy planes 
before they got him. 

“We couldn’t quite realize that 
a man of Butch’s ability was 
'gone,” Lt, Wachsler said. “We in 
ithe Navy think he is one of the 
best fighter pilots and officers the 

service ever had.” ; 

The Lieutenant related that the 
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two pilots who had accompanied 
O'Hare on his last flight had 
noted the position where he went 
down and that their group had 
gone out to search for him the 
following day without avail. “All 
we found,” he said, “was a couple 
of Japanese ijiferafts which came 
from planes that Butch probably 
got.” 
How Truk Was Smashed. 

The officers spoke wtih calm 
composure that suggested the raid 
on Truk was no more than an 
everyday occurrence. Lt. Wachsler 
told how his own group of dive- 
bombing planes went into the bat- 
tle in massed force and caught 
the enemy off guard, “They had 
the harbor full of ships, and they 
showed a terrific amount of air- 
power,” he said. 

“We destroyed more than 250 
planes both in the air and on the 
ground —— the single day we 
were there.

Excerpts From Cobb’s Request, | 

Following are excerpts from 
Cobb’s sealed letter to Paxton and 
Fred G. Neuman, [(Cobb’s biog- 
rapher: 

“Above all I want no long faces 
and no show of grief at the bury- 
ing ground. Kindly observe the 
final wishes of the undersigned 
and avoid reading the so-called 
Christian burial service which, in 
view of the language employed in 
it, I regard as one of the most 
cruel and paganish things inherit- 
ed by our forebears from our re- 
mote pagan ancestors. 

“In deference to the faith of 
our dear mother, who was through 
her lifetime a loyal though never 
a bigoted communicant. of that 
congregation, perhaps the current 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church would consent to read the 
Twenty-third Psalm, which was 
her favorite passage in the Scrip- 
tures and is mine since it contains 
no charnel words. No morbid 
mouthings about corruption and 
decay and, being mercifull? with- 
out creed or dogma, carries no 
threat of ete hell fire for 
those parties we do not like, no 
direct promise of a heaven which, 
if one may judge by the people 
who are surest of going there, 
must be a powerfully dull place, 
populated to a considerable and 
uncomfortable degree by ‘prigs, 
time-servers and unpleasantly ag- 
greasive individuals. Hell may 
have a worse climate, but un- 
doubtedly the company is spright- 

er. 


“The Catholics, with their genius 
for stage management, handle this 
detail better. The officiating 
‘clergyman speaks in Latin and 
the parishioners, being unacquaint- 
ed with that language, are im- 
pressed by the mystery and the 
majesty of the rolling, sonorous 
periods without being shocked by 
distressing allusions and harrow- 
ing references, 

‘As an aside I might add that 
my notion of an ideal religion 
would combine the dignity and 
the beauty of the Romanist ritual 
with certain other ingredients; the 
good taste and the ability of the 
Unitarians and Episcopalians — a 
trait not too common to some. of 
the evangelical groups—to mind 
their own business, 

War and Prince of Peace. 

“By the way, have you ever no- 
ticed that in time of war not the 
most passionate partisan dares to 
ask the Prince of Peace to bless 
his bloody arms and forward his 
bloody deeds? He invokes the aid 
of the god of unjustified battles

Return Opposed, 
Accountant Says 


George P. Ellis, Chicago ac- 
countant, told more than 200 mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Real Estate |. 
Exchange at a meeting in the Ho-| ; 
tel De Soto last Wednesday night 
that simplifying income tax re-| 
turns is not a simple procedure. 

An effort is being made, he said, 
to extend use of the simplified | 
form called 1040A to incomes up | 
to $5000 a year. At present in-| 
comes of more than $3000 must be | 
reported in a more complicated | 
Way. 

Churches and charity institu- 
tions seek to influence Congress 
not to extend use of the simplified 
blank, Ellis said, because they as- 
gert they will lose substantial in- 
come as a result. 

These groups point out, Ellis 
said, that with exemptions auto- 
matically arranged by the simpli- 
fied return, taxpayers feel no ne- 
cessity to donate to churches and 
charities to lower the amount of 
their tax. 

He said lobbyists have told Con- 
gressmen and tax officials that 
such organizations already have 
suffered loss of a third of their 
income through use of form 1040A 
by persons making less than $3000. 

He used the example to explain

ef individua) initiative.” 

The same idea—that private in- 
dustry must be given its chance— 
runs through the widely applaud- 
ed Baruch report on postwar ad- 
justment policies. 

Along, however, with the profes- 
sions of confidence on the part of 
business that in a “healthy atmos- 
phere” of government co-opera- 
tion It can carry the major share 
ef the attack on unemployment, 
there is recognition by most busi- 
mess spokesmen that in the diffi- 
eult transition period from a war 
economy to a peace economy, some 
resort to public works to take up 
an employment siack will prob- 
ably be necessary. 

On the general question of pub- 
He works there is profound dis- 
agreement between two “ideolo- 
gies”: that which favors public 
spending as a permanent instru- 
ment of national policy, and that 
which believes that in the interest 
ef the free enterprise system, pub- 
lie spending should be rigidly held 
down. 


Two Schools of Thought. 


To state the quarrel in this way 
fig perhaps to over-simplify it, for 
there are varying degrees to which 
groups within the two schools of 
thought would carry theory into 
practice. Roughly, though, the 
distinction is as stated. One side 
emphasizes the role of government 
in our economy, the other side 
emphasizes the role of private en- 
terprise. One side holds that be- 
cause of the “maturity” of our 
economy, opportunities are lack- 
ing for private ipvestment on a 
acale sufficient to absorb the peo- 
ple’s savings; the Government, it 
is said, must repair this lack. In 
this theory, increases in the public 
_ debt to pay for projects of social 
and economic value are not only 
not to be feared, but are to be 
welcomed. The other side warmly 
denies that our economy has 
reached maturity or anything like 
it, and declares that if the public 
- debt philosophy of the “spenders” 
were put into action, the free 
enterprise system would be 
smashed, 

“With unlimited debt expan- 
sion,” says Dr. Harold G. Moulton, 
president of the Brookings Insti- 
tution, “we cannot prevent infla- 
tion without the use of totalitarian 
methods of control. No compro- 
mise or halfway measures can ad- 
just the difficulties. The choice 
is between regimentation and in- 
fiation.” 

The deep-cutting disagreement 
between the “spenders” and the 
exponents of a more orthodox 
philosophy will be reflected in the 
discussion of any and all plans for 


public works as job providers after 
the war. 

There will be pressure from the 
extremists on both sides—from 
those who would launch at once, 
and keep in continuous operation 
as a matter of national policy, a 
large-scale program of public 
works, and, on the other side, from 
those who continue to resist public 
spending, beyond the mildest, as 
a threat to the free-enterprise 
system, 

For the immediate future, at 
least, it is safe to prophesy that 
somewhere between the extremes 
a compromise will be found—and 
this is a safe prophecy no matter 
what the result of the elections of 
1944. The trend will be against 
unlimited Government spending to 
provide jobs on public works; but 
equally it will be against a hands- 
off attitude by, the Government in 
an emergency. 


Events Will Determine. 


The country will not long 
tolerate a condition of mass un- 
employment. Just at what point 
the Government will move in, and 
to what extent it will move in, 
will depend on events — events 
political as well as economic—but 
that no administration will re- 
main’ complacent in the face of 
apple-selling by ex-soldiers on the 
streets can be taken ag @ cer 
tainty. 

Happily, though business is 
against the spending philosophy 
and is crusading now for a 
chance to show ite wares, the 
business men who take the ex- 
treme stand against spending 
are a diminishing tribe, There 
is now an grea of agreement be- 
tween the spenders and all but 
the most rugged of the opposi- 
tion. The agreement is on the 
proposition that for the postwar 
period, the Government should 
be prepared with a public works 
program to fill in the gaps in 
employment till industry can get 
going under full steam, 

There is no stancher advocate 
of the free-enterprise system than 
Bernard M. Baruch, no one more 
eager to see the Government get 
out of the activities in which it 
competes with private business. 
Yet the Baruch report lists as an 
essential policy “early engineering 
on public works to be ready if 
needed to fill in the valley of 
employment.” 

Eric Johnston wrote in his 
Post-Dispatch article: “The Gov- 
ernment at times may have to 


help out with a few useful and 
well-planned public works projects 
to keep the national income high.” 


Other Opinions. 


Sam Rayburn, Speaker of the 
House, whom many anti-New Deal 
Democrats would like to see nom- 
inated for the vice-presidency, re- 
cently told a conference of may- 
ors that “a public works program 
will be necessary to take care of 
the lag that must occur between 
the end of the war production and 
resumption of civilian produc- 
tion,” 

Henry J. Kaiser, the shipbuilder, 
is on record for an immediate 
Federal appropriation of from 60 
million dollars to 100 million dol- 
lars to enable cities and other 
governmental units to start plan- 
ning for highway, airport, bridge 
and other construction, There is 
clearly a need, Kaiser told a 
House committee, for a stop-gap 
program of public works to keep 
the industrial wheels spinning 
“Keeping up the momentum,” he 
said, “is the big objective. If we 
can do that, we needn’t worry 
about the war debt and any post- 
war public expenditures we have

RAYBURN

WASHINGTON, March 11. 
| T the recent $100-a-plate Jackson day 
A dinner, Speaker Sam Rayburn, No. 3 
man in the Government, was given top 
billing over Vice-President Henry A. Wal- 
lace, who ranks second only to President 
Roosevelt in the official hierarchy. 

The fact that Rayburn was given a na- 
tionwide radio hookup while Wallace had to 
be content with a five-minute talk confined 
to the Democratic diners naturally strength- 
ened conjectures that Rayburn has the in- 
side track for the vice-presidential nomina- 
tion this year. Wallace, however, is run- 
ning hard but is carrying a heavy handicap 
in the weight of 11 years of ‘‘bad press.” 

The speaking manners of the two .of- 
ficials at the Jackson day meal illustrated 
their differing approaches to the vice-presi- 
dential contest. 


Perfunctory to Wallace, 
Enthusiastic for Rayburn. 


Wallace, feeling perhaps that he faced 
a hostile audience, was almost belligerent. 
He had memorized his brief speech and he 
delivered it with fervor, declaring that the 
New Deal was not dead, in fact, would never 
die. Although he compared Roosevelt with 
Andrew Jackson, Abraham Lincoln and 
Woodrow Wilson, he received perfunctory 
applause. 

Rayburn, knowing he was among old 
friends and colleagues, read his speech on 
the new Rooseveltian lines of ‘‘Win-the-war 
—win-the-peace” calmly and confidently. 
He was given a long ovation, partly because 
of personal popularity and partly because 
he was adhering to the Democratic strategy 
for the 1944 campaign. 

If a vote had been taken for the Vice- 
Presidential nomination at this meeting of 
officeholders and party supporters Rayburn 
would have won hands down, for the sim- 
ple reason that despite Roosevelt’s early de- 
mands for a “liberal” party, there are more 
Democrats in Washington and the country 
than there are New Dealers. 

Since that session Wallace has been on a 
speaking tour as far west as the Pacific 
Coast. Rayburn has stayed in Washington, 
presiding over the House, attending White 
House conferences, trying to persuade re- 
‘ealcitrant Democrats to support the Presi- 
dent's legislative program. At this writing 
the race is between the two top Capitol of- 
ficials. 

However, the No. 2 and No. 3 men of the 
Government are not the only persons men- 
running mates with 
Roosevelt this November. The wide pub- 
licity given to the spectacular rebellion of 
Alben W. Barkley of Kentucky, Senate Ma- 
jority Leader, over the President’s vehe- 
ment veto ef the tax bill brought him for- 
ward as a vice-presidential prospect. This has 
given him even a chance for the presidential 
place should Roosevelt decide that it is time 
to retire, 


Truman National Figure 
and Personally Popular. 


Senator Harry 8. Truman of Missouri Is 
another Senator mentioned for second place 
honors. By his chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee to Investigate National Defense, he 
has erased much of the Tom Pendergast 
himself a national 
figure. The Missourian enjoys personal 
popularity with his senatorial colleagues 
and he plays the political game according 
to the organization rule book. He has an

record and is especially strong with labor 
groups. 

Barkley or Truman could do a needed 
job of placating the Democratic Senators 
who. threaten to run off the reservation. 
Barkley, as the “‘new” majority leader, a ti- 
tle conferred upon him by the Democratic 
caucus after his resignation as the “Roose- 
velt” leader, is now basking in the sunlight 
of senatorial approbation. His showdown 
with the President has also brought him na- 
tional attention. The President may want 
to make a gesture to show that the party 
is united and that the executive and legis- 
lative departments can work together. He 
could do this by selecting him as his 1944 
teammate. 

There have been reports, some from high 
governmental and party officials, that the 
President is toying with the idea of choosing 
a “conservative” business man or Govern- 
ment official for his 1944 partner. The 
names which will continue to stir up tips 
from this section of the paddock include 
Donald M. Nelson, head of the War Produc- 
tion Board, formerly of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co.; his executive deputy, Charles E. Wilson, 
formerly of General Electric; Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr., Under Secretary of State and 
formerly chairman of the Board of United 
States Steel; James F. Byrnes, War Mobili- 
zation Director, formerly of the Supreme 
Court, the Senate and the House, and Marvin 
Jones, War Food Administrator, former 
Federal Judge and Representative. 


None of the Possibilities 
Will Admit Candidacy. 


None of these possibilities, including 
Wallace and Rayburn, will speak candidly 
for publication about his political ambitions. 
Most of them usually say they are not candi- 
dates. For instance, Donald Nelson told the 
writer: “A candidate for the vice-presidency? 
Never. I’m a business man, not a politician. 
I came here to do a job and the happiest 
day of my life will be when I return to 
private business.” 


The reason for this reticence are firat, 
that nobody is absolutely certain that Roose- 
velt will seek and win another term and, 
second, that nobody knows whether the 
President will make his own selection of a 
vice-presidential nominee, as he selected 
Wallace over the convention's protest in 
1940, or will permit an “‘open convention”’ 
for second place on the ticket. 


If Roosevelt permits an “open conven- 
tion,” Rayburn will be the strongest candi- 
date. Rayburn’s selection by an uncon- 
trolled convention would be a smooth way 
for the President to ease Wallace out of 
office. The President probably would have 
to apply pressure for any other personal 
candidate, including Wallace. 


Cold Political Calculations 
Make Rayburn the Favorite. 


Cold political calculations, the balancing 
of assets and liabilities, give Rayburn the 
edge over the other possibilities. It is 
doubtful whether a vice-presidential candi- 
date brings additional voters for the ticket; , 
such a candidate, however, can be a drag, 
as Charles Bryan of Nebraska, brother of 
William Jennings Bryan, was to John W. 
Davis in 1924. But if a second place man 
can attract voters, Rayburn would influence 
those who think Wallace is ‘‘too far to the 
left,”” those who want a Southerner on the 
ticket, and those who think a “persuader’’ 
like former Vice-President Garner would be 
a handy man to have in the Senate now and 
during the postwar years. 

Only two Democrats in the House outrank 
Rayburn, who is serving his sixteenth term, 
in seniority. Rayburn, who is 62 years old, 
came to Washington when he was $1 years 
old, after serving six years in the Texas 
Legislature, the last two years as Speaker. 
He attained his boyhood ambition when he 
was elected Speaker in 1940, to succeed the 
late William B. Bankhead of Alabama. 

From the time Rayburn came to Washing- 
ton in 1918 from his native town of Bon- 
ham, in the fourth Texas district, he became 
a protege of Garner, who was already seeing 
that likely Texas Representatives received 
good committee assignments and made their 
way up the House ladder. As a freshman, 
he was given membership on the important 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Commit- 
tee, which, more than any other committee,

business, mostly Big Business. A few years 
later, President Wileon and the House 
leadership entrusted him with the legislative 
care of the War Risk Insurance bill, a major 
job for a relatively new member. 

In 1932, Rayburn paid his debt to Garner 
by becoming his patron’s pre-convention 
presidential campaign manager. As such, 
he was in the middle of the deal by which 
Garner withdrew his candidacy against 
Roosevelt and took the vice-presidential 
nomination. To this day, Rayburn invaria- 
bly refers to his retired colleague as ‘Mr. 
Garner.” 

When the Democrats won control of the 
House in 1931, Rayburn automatically be- 
came chairman of the Interstate Commerce 
Committee. . During the early and exciting 
days of the New Deal he sponsored much 
business legislation—all the Securities and 
Exchange Acts, the Federal Communica- 
tions Act, the Rural Electrification Act. 
On the securities and public utility legisla- 
tion, he was aided by the New Deal legal 
team of Thomas Corcoran and Ben Cohen. 
Rayburn quickly recognized their legal tal- 
ent, and while there was considerable op- 
position in his committee to having bills 
drafted by outsiders, the new Chairman's 
voice was influential in placating the older 
committee members. 


Trained in ‘Persuader’ 
School of Practical Politics. 


Rayburn was trained in the “‘persuader” 
political school although he has not had the 
discipline over the House Democrats that 
Garner exercised or that Republican Lead- 
er Joe Martin exercises over the minority. 
One reason for this is that the Democratic 
membership in the House has fluctuated 
from a high of 334 in 1936 to less than an 
even half today. 

In political parlance, Rayburn is ‘‘regu- 
lar,” an organization man, whether the 
leader be Garner or the President. Roose- 
velt has described his own political philoso- 
phy as ‘‘a little left of center.” Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace is generally rated as “left” of 
the President. Rayburn is generally on 
“center,” if that means a desire to move 
with the times and not ahead of them, to 
prevent abuses, to remodel rather .than re- 
build from the ground up. In political prac- 
tice, he believes that compromises and un- 
derstandings get more in the long run than 
heroic fights for perfection. 


If Rayburn moves across the Capitol 
from the Speaker's chair to the dais of the 
President of the Senate, he will be follow- 
ing, as in the past, in the footsteps of Gar- 
ner. Their careers have been closely alike. 
Both were born poor; both, by ability and 
the seniority rule, moved up to the highest 
level of national government. Rayburn is 
not so rich as Garner because he hasn't his 
senior’s canny business trading gift, but he 
is more than moderately well-to-do, with a 
large stock farm as his pride and hobby.

One of 11 children, Rayburn was born 
in Bonham, in the.northeastern section of 
Texas. His father, who served under Gen. 
Robert E. Lee in the Civil War, was able 
to give young Sam only $25 as a starter at 
East Texas Normal, when the time came for 
college. Rayburn made his own way from 
there on. After graduation from the nor- 
mal school, he taught at Bonham for two 
years before he was elected to the Texas 
Legislature. While at Austin as a Represen- 
tative he attended the University law school, 
thus fitting himself for his national lawmak- 
ing career.

SMALLER WAR PLANTS CORP. 
WITH HIS ZIP AND KNOW-HOW 


Lusty Texan Back in Washington to Take 
Up Fight for Little Fellow—Well Versed 
in Front and Back Door Techniques of 
Getting Things Done.

HEN burly bass-voiced Maury Maverick ef Texas was selected 
early this year to head the Smaller War Plants Corporation, « 
murmur of approbation could be heard all the way from Capitol 


Hill to the big White House at 1600 Pennsylvania avenue. From past 
experience, the murmurers knew what to expect as Maury charged in 
with his usual rollicking gusto—and they expected the best. 


For one thing, they knew that 
Maury was better equipped than 
the two preceding board chair- 
men, Lou E. Holland of Kansas 
City and Robert W. Johnson of the 
Eastern surgical supplies family, 
both of whom dropped the steering 
wheel after short trial runs, 

For Maverick knows all the 
front portals and back alleys of 
the nation’s capital. Having spent 
half his life in public service, he 
has learned how to circumvent red 
tape, how to sidestep slow or con- 
trary officials. He is well-versed 
in the gentle art of cocktail small 
talk, the tidbit social chatter that 
smoothes the way for receptive 
ears in Congress and Government 
agencies the next day. He carts 
with him a kitbag of anecdotes 
and jokes, drawing on it frequent- 
ly, and his lusty good humor is 
contagious, 


Easy Camaraderie. 


He calls bigwigs by their first 
names, is called “Maury” in turn, 
and Senators grin when he picks 
up the telephone to greet them 
with a slangy: “Hi, kiddo!” His 
easy camaraderie and flair for ec- 
centricity are mindful of two oth- 
er dynamic figures, Fiorello La- 
Guardia and Leon Henderson, 
whose very real abilities also sur- 
prised their more conservative 
contemporaries. 

The redoubtable Maury, who is 
48 years old and tips the scales at 
220 pounds, arrives at his office 
each day at 7:30 in the morning 
and usually stays until 6:30, work- 
ing at his large neat desk in his 
shirtsleeves. He has a dictaphone 
at his home and often knocks off 
letters and memoranda in the 
comparative leisure of his living 
room until midnight. 

His office telephone rings in- 
cessantly, and in the hurly-burly 
of activity he sometimes is so 
pressed for time that he shouts 
dictation to his secretary in an 
adjoining office, to save the few 
seconds it would take her to walk 
to his desk. When he is tied up 
in conference and a visitor is an- 
nounced he is likely to pick up a 
knicknack from his desk and send 
it éut to the visitor with instruc- 
tions to “twiddle with it” until 
called, 

But if his office scene is un- 
orthodox, Maury has method in 
his madness. His associates, sec- 
retaries and assorted functionaries 
—and even his colleagues on the 
War Production Board, of which 
he is also vice-chairman—are im- 
pressed by his industry and ef- 
fectiveness no less than they are 
amused by his antics and unortho- 
doxies. For Maury, the non- 
conformer, has “savvy.” He goes 
at things in a big way. And ahead 
of him lies one of the biggest jobs 
he has ever tackled. 


Deeply Interested. 


Of equal importance with his 
know-how and boundless energy is 
the fact that Maverick came to his 
new post with a deep and sincere 
interest in the small business man. 
He had, as the saying goes, been 
one himself—a lumherman. He had 
always fought for the underdog, 
and this job wag cut to his lathe. 

He is fond of bringing this fact 
home. Not long after he assumed 
his new duties early this year, he 
described his agency as the “little 
people’s corporation,” and joyously 
defined “little business” as “any 
business which cannot hire a lob- 
byist in Washington.” 


It is too early, of course, to as- 
sess Maverick’s concrete accom- 
plishments with the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation, but in view of 
his record of independence and 
assertiveness, his sympathy with 
the “little guy” and his progres- 
sive but realistic political philos- 
ophy, the outlook is promising. 

He is quick to point out that 


the corporation is the only war 
agency set up by act of Congress, 
the others being executive crea- 
tions, and he adds happily that 
the Smaller War Plants Act was 
enacted as a non-partisan measure, 
having been passed by both 
branches of Congress without «a 
dissenting vote on June 11, 1942, 
As head of an independent agency, 
Maury has plenty of elbow room 
for freedom of act, and in this 
respect he fully exercises his pre- 
rogatives, 


Purpose of the SWPC, 


Purpose of the SWPC, he has 
pointed out, is to enable the 
largest number of small business 
concerns to make military and es- 
sential civilian goods to the 
greatest extent possible. This is 
accomplished by going to bat for 
them with the various procure- 
ment offices, by actual financial 
assistance, and by general ad- 
advisory service, 

His basic views dovetail so nicely 
with his duties that in talking he 
is likely to lump the two together. 
“We are for free enterprise and 
the American system,” he told the 
Post-Dispatch, “and we are against 
cartels, dividing markets, against 
trusts and the cutting down of 
production in order to keep up 
prices. Restricting production 
through monopolies would restrict 
small enterprise—or kill it.” 

He favors decentralization of in- 
dustry throughout the country: 
“You have more stable economic 
conditions if you have a diversi- 
fication of industry, not only in 
big cities like Washington, St. 
Louis, New York and Philadelphia, 
but in towns of 50,000 to 250,000. 
Take me away from big industrial 
cities.” Here he was referring to 
postwar economics. “When our 
boys come back,” he said, “we 
should try as much as possible not 
to have a reconcentration in the 
big city with the consequent devel- 
opment of housing congestion, 
crime and similar problems, 

“The big cities, of America should 
try to raise the standard of living 
and become better cities instead of 
bigger cities.” 


Decentralized Economy. 


Our national industrial economy, 
he believes, rests not on a few 
large centers of mass production, 
but on countless small towns, each 
with one or more small factories. 
On demobilization, the returning 
service men must have the oppor- 
tunity to start out on their own, 
to establish small businesses and 
accomplish the aims and ambitions — 
they have dreamed of—the cause 
for which they are now fighting. 


In present war production, he 
says, “we've overestimated the im- 
portance of gigantic concerns and 
overlooked the techniques of small 
businesses.” If the country fails 
to look ahead, if it permits cartels 
and monopolies to return after 
the war, it will be inviting a dan- 
gerous situation. Therefore we 
must blueprint postwar plans now. 

“The effects of this war will be 
felt for at least a generation,” he 
feels. “That's why it’s downright 
silly to think that when the war 
is over everyone will igo back to 
dancing around the Maypole and 
drinking beer in St. Louls without 
a thought about the future.” 

Maverick is often asked about 
government “bureaucracy,” and 
he has a ready answer: “Some of 
the worst bureaucrats are those 
who've devoted their lives to de- 
nouncing bureaucracy. Much of 
our so-called bureaucracy stems 
from the vastness of the job the 
Government is doing. The Axis 
nations were organized for mili- 
tary action and we were not. We 
were compelled suddenly to create 
a huge wartime organization, and

Opposed to Basic English 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

According to a recent news item, the 
British Government at Mr, Churchill's 
instigation is to push Basic English as 
@ world auxiliary language, 

Basic English is a useful tool when 
utilized by language teachers as a step- 
ping-stone toward the mastery of ordi- 
nary English. But when the effort is 
made to foist it upon diverse nations as 
a world auxiliary language, Basic Eng- 
lish becomes cultural imperialism. 

Apart from difficulties originating in 
the patriotic feelings of the non-English- 
speaking nations, the adequacy of Basic 
English as an international language is 
an unproved and highly questionable 
hypothesis. In order to be learned with 
reasonable ease, the international lan- 
guage must be phonetic in its orthog- 
raphy, simple and regular in its gram- 
mar, with a vocabulary which is inter- 
national in form and mot merely in 
name. It must be capable of serving all 
the needs of language in the interna- 
tional realm. Basic English has not a 
single one of these characteristics. Es- 
peranto has all of them, and in addition 
is non-national. 

True friends of the idea of an interna- 
tional language will rally to the support 
of a language which is truly interna- 
tional in form and politically non-nation- 
al; which has in more than a half-cen- 
tury of existence demonstrated its ade- 
quacy in international congresses and 
other forms of international activity. 
Because of its record of accomplish- 
ment, Esperanto deserves to receive 
eareful consideration and investigation 
as the international language.

The Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill is a 
vital step in the health program of the 
country today. | 

The 6 per cent wage tax covers far 
more than the average citizen realizes: 
medical and hospital insurance, unem- 
ployment insurance, old-age pensions 
for himself and his dependents, and 
death, disability and maternity benefits. 

Of the 6 per cent collected, only 1% 
per cent is to be used for the medical 
and hospital insurance, At present, the 
average American pays 4 to 5 per cent 
of his total income for the identical 
medical and hospital service. Thus for 
an actual increase of only 1 to 2 per 
cent, everyone would be protected in 
the time of emergency. 

If this is regimentation, then all laws, 
schools and other forces that protect and 
enrich life are equally so. They have 
proved their worth. The time has come 
to do the same in medicine. This is 
especially true, for the National Physi- 
cians’ Committee's poll revealed that 63 


per cent of the people polled wanted 


something done to make the doctor and 


hospital bills easier to pay.

Leapfrog in the Pacific 


Last week’s bold American thrust into the 
Admiralty Islands, north of New Guinea, gives 
the latest proof that the difficult island-by-island 
campaign, which offered such dreary prospects 
in the Pacific war a year or so ago, has been 
supplanted by a brilliant strategy of island-leap- 
frogging. 

That is, the policy is not one of attacking a 
Jap: stronghold, capturing it, then proceeding to 
the next in the long &tring leading to Tokyo, and 
so on. Instead, Adm, Nimitz and Gen. MacArthur 
are moving out in various directions that confuse 
the enemy and often find him unprepared, seiz- 
ing an island key point by a power drive and 
leaving intervening points isolated, to be dealt 
with at leisure or simply to “die on the vine.” 

After the operation against Tarawa in the Gil- 
berts, beginning Nov. 19, the next attack came 
far to the north and west, at Kwajalein, almost 
in the center of the Marshalls group. Tarawa 
was tragically expensive in lives, but the lessons 
learned there were applied on Feb. 2-6 at Kwaja- 
lein, with a terrific air and sea bombardment 
that smashed the defending forces and left the 
survivors dazed and helpless when our landing 
barges pulled up on the beach. This was fol- 
lowed, on Feb, 14, by occupation of Green Island, 
north of Bougainville, 

Next came the telling smash of Feb. 16 at the 
stronghold of Truk in the Carolines, 1000 miles 
to the west, followed next day by seizure of 
Eniwetok atoll, after a softening-up process even 
more drastic than that applied to Kwajalein, 
Then, on Feb. 22, came a sweep to the northward 
of Truk, with successful task force attacks on 
Guam and on two points in the Marianas group. 
Now, MacArthur's forces have followed up with 
the Admiralties invasion and, new landings on 
New Britain which further isolate the strong 
point of Rabaul. 

This series of attacks and invasions definitely 
puts the initiative in our hands, and leaves the 
Japs wondering where the next blow will fall. 
Their communication lines among the island out- 
posts are cut or severely hampered. Their gar- 
risons on the intervening isles are marooned, 
with no prospects except starvation, capture or 
hara-kiri. 7 

These moves have become possible because of 
the great massing of naval and air power in the 
Pacific, which has enabled our forces to move 
swiftly, hit hard and strike widely scattered ob- 
jectives. Each new blow is a stride along the 
road to Tokyo, but it must not be forgotten, de- 
spite the swift progress recently recorded, that 
these are only the outposts of enemy strength. 
We have not yet broken into the inner defenses 
of the Japanese Empire, where the Pacific war 
will reach its showdown, but we are on our way.

A Cleavage on Palestine 


President Roosevelt hag expressed approval 
of the move to keep Palestine open to Jewish 
immigration, in an authorized statement made 
public by two Jewish leaders who recently con- 
ferred with him. But only a few days before, 
Gen. Marshall had urged the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee to postpone action on a 
pending resolution designed to put Congress on 
record with a stand similar to the President's 
announced view. 

The two statements indicate an unfortunate 
cleavage in the high councils of our Government. 
It is a difference of opinion that should be ironed 
out at the earliest possible moment, lest it create 
even more difficulties than those already sur- 
rounding this issue. 

Gen. Marshall's request, according to Senator 
Nye, a member of the committee, was based on 
military reasons, Such reasons would be gener- 
ally respected, of course, even by stanch advo- 
cates of the resolution. However, it is also 
reported that the Chief of Staff interceded at 
the request of the State Department. Enough has 


been seen of our State Department’s devious. 


and often mistaken policies to open Gen, Mar- 
shall’s stand to serious question, if it develops 
that the department had anything to do with it, 

Under the terms of the British White Paper, 
immigration into Palestine will stop March 31. 
This would mean great hardship for Jews who 
have escaped from Hitler’s Europe, and look 
upon Palestine as a refuge. Rulers of seven 
Arab countries, who fear that Palestine will be 
barred to their people, have protested against 
the pending resolution. While it is doubtless 
sound policy for the Allies to remain on good 
terms with the Arabs, the White Paper was a 
“lamentable act of default” (Winston Churchill's 
words of 1939) on the British pledge on Palestine 
in 1917. Mr. Roosevelt now calls attention to the 
fact that our Government has never approved the 
White Paper. 

It is regrettable that American leaders do not 
present a united front at a moment so important 
for Palestine’s fate, and the fate of the miserable, 


hunted beings who want to find shelter there. 
The President’s forthright statement offers hope 
that his view will become the Government’s 


policy. 
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Why Eire Is Neutral 

In reply to the strong American note asking 
Hire to expel Nazi and Jap diplomats from the 
country, and chargitig Dire with affording a base 
for Axis espionage, President De Valera has re 
fused on the ground that expulsion of the diplo- 
mats would impair Hire’s neutral position, but 
promised effective action against spies. 

Of the four nations whose neutrality is now 
considered hurtful to the United Nations’ cause 
—Turkey, Argentina, Spain and Hire—the neu- 
trality of Eire is least likely to be modified. In 
the first place, % is not based upon Axis sym- 
pathy, since De Valera himself admits that Dire 
is overwhelmingly pro-Allied in sympathy and 
some 200,000 of its citizens serve as volunteers 
under the British flag. 

The nation’s neutrality is identified, instead, 
with national honor, with independence from 
Britain, with aloofness from what many Irish 
consider a war between imperialisms instead of 
a war between ideologies. Hundreds of years of 
servitude to Hritain have set up deep psychologi- 
cal barriers. The roots of the trouble are sim- 
ilar to the roots that thrive in India. 

Second, the Irish have kept burningly alive a 
nationalistic issue, that of “partition.” The De 
Valera Government has never granted de jure 
recognition to the inclusion in the United King- 
dom of the Northern six counties, Third—and 
this has worked most strongly against Allied 
interests—LEHire itself has been in what has been

censorship anywhere in Hurope.” The Govern- 
ment of De Valera, whose leadership was serious- 
ly challenged in the 1943 elections, has tried to 
solve its devil-and-the-deep dilemma by keeping 
full news of the war from the people. 

Barred from understanding the British and 
American points of view, the Irish are not in po- 
sition to estimate fairly their own Government's 
policy, But for this, De Valera might have con- 
siderable trouble maintaining a neutrality which 
puzzles, perplexes and dismays many Americans; 

A free press in Eire is almost too much to 
hope for now, and without it De Valera will no 
doubt continue to be able to say that “Irish 
neutrality represents the united will of the peo- 
ple and the Parliament.” If the invasion effort 
of America and Britain is impaired in any way 
because of Axis espionage in Dire, history will 
probably hold, not so much the Irish themselves,

The wise ones say the poetry of a people is 
written when the picture of its common, finite 
soul is made whole with words. They say a peo- 
ple's poetry is its wishes spoken, its simplest 
dreams made warm and real, and all the dear 
minutiae of its days revealed as bridges built 
across tomorrow and anchored on the rock of 
memory. 

If what they say is true, then poetry, fit for 
the orchestration of fresh tears, was written in 
Virginia the other day. There a tall man, from 
whom none would think to learn the lyrics secret 
in each soldier heart, was nonetheless speaking 
them. For a moment he was Stephen Benet, fol- 
lowing “Western Star” across sea and woodland 
and plain.

We dislike harping on the contrast be- 
tween the revealing discourses of Prime 
Minister Churchill and the cryptic revela- 
tions of President Roosevelt and his Cab- 
inet to their respective press conferences, 
but the unpleasant subject will not down, 


The Prime Minister seems to believe that 
Parliament and people are entitled to a 
periodic and fairly factual] report on the 
progress of the war, even when all the 
facts are not those that he would like to 
tell them. His speeches give the British 
people and the world at large a broad pic- 
ture of what is being done to beat the 
enemy. 

Against that, we have Mr. Roosevelt's 
great addresses to Congress and to the 
people, which, inspiring as they are, are 
seldom devoted to the specific gathering 
of facts that mark those of his British 
colleague, 

Our War and Navy department com- 
muniques, much improved as they are over 
the level of a year or two ago, still fall 
short of producing anything but a limited 
panorama. More correctly, we have a col- 
lection of limited panoramas, and not 
enough informagion to convince our stay- 
at-homes that our young men and women 
are employed on fighting fronts that strad- 
dle the globe. That's a new sensation for 
us, and it is not at all new for the British, 
who have been used for a couple of cen- 
turies to an empire “upon which the sun 
never sets.” 


Home Folks Want to Know 


We have no such empire, and with the 
Lord’s blessing, we don’t want one, but we 
seem to have got the job of fighting right 
around the sun’s course, and the folks at 
home want to know more about what goes 
on. 

Our own impression is that the home 
folks will get that information as soon as 
there is any of importance to give out. 
So far, fine and heroic as have been the 
exploits of Americans in Africa, Sicily, 
Italy, the Southwest Pacific and other Pa- 
cific areas, they have been incidental and 
preparatory to the major tasks. Most of 
them have been performed by Navy and 
Marine forces, and these, naturally, have 
had most of the headlines in America. 

The Army is learning its job, division by 
division, in the only schoo] that can make 
a soldier—the fire of a resolute enemy. 
The process has been fairly expensive, sel- 
dom spectacular, but it is producing units 
and men that will be heard from when 
the tough job starts on a big scale. 


Report of the Invasion 


Our Army is facing a task before which 
both Bonaparte and Hitler quailed—landing 
a major attacking force on a foreign soil 


' defended by men willing to die in defense 


of their altars and their fires. When we 
undertake that task, there should be—and 
we are confident there will be—no lack 
of news for the fathers and mothers and 
brothers and sisters who will be watching 
what their loved ones in the fight are at- 
tempting. 

Pending that day, which probably will 
not be long delayed, there is an opportunity 
which should not be neglected for the per- 
fection of our official war news machinery. 
It is far from perfect today, even though 


* job that Byron Price has done as Di- 


rector of Censorship is universally ac- 
claimed as fair and judicious. 


One trouble is that Mr. Price’s office has 
practically no control over military and 
naval information originating on the fight- 
ing fronts. That is handled directly by of- 
ficers on or near the scene, and their poli- 
cies have been far from consistent. There 
has often been evident a lack of under- 
standing of fundamental news processes 
and a disposition to extend censorship to 
matters only remotely associated with mili- 
tary security. 

Granting the necessity for censorship in 

wartime, as newspaper people generally do, 
we need a system which will permit the 
uperb organization of the American press 
o function with as little friction as pos- 
sible with authority. Mr. Price and his 
associates have come remarkably close to 
that goal. 


The Navy, after a fumbling start, is im- 
proving its record steadily. The naval 
censors have had comparatively little trou- 
ble over politica] matters of the sort which 
have complicated the work of the Ameri- 
can Army censors in Africa and in Europe, 


A Major Political Obstacle 


We share the opinion of a good many 
correspondents and editors that interfer- 
ence by the military censors with honest 
reports of political matters has probably 
been a major element in delaying the set- 
tlement of troublesome situations in Africa 
and Italy. Lack of accurate information 
has generated all sorts of speculation here 
and in Great Britain, and the march of 
events has proved that a lot of this guess- 
work wag far off the beam. Press and 
public thinking has been confused, and the 
boys with ideologica] axes to grind have 
had a long field day. 


Mistakes must be expected when soldiers 
without previous news experience are de- 
tailed as censors in such complex political 
arenas ag French Africa and bedeviled 
Italy, but if we profit by the experience, 
the mistakes of the past will have done 
no permanent harm. 


As in so many other phases of our con- 
duct of the war, we have followed the trail 
of the British in military censorship, even 
repeating their blunders with remarkable 
accuracy. For both Britain and the U. BS. 
the war to date has been on a test-tube 
scale, as compared with the tasks that are 
still to be undertaken, and it is probably 
well that we learned what not to do before 
the procesg became too expensive,

Despite Feuding in Washington, 
America Is Safe, Biddle Says 


‘“‘Democratic Thinking and the War,” by Freeads 
Biddle. (Charlies Scribner's Sens, New York.) 


When Attorney General Biddle delivered 
the William H. White lectures at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, for 1942-43, he under- 
took to interpret the basic themes of cur- 
rent democratic thought as developed under 
the stress of war. In the publication of 
the lectures, 18 months after they were 
delivered, he acknowledges the embarrass- 
ment of rapid changes that had occurred 
in the interval. ; 

It was worse than he thought, for Mr. 
Biddle wrote that he was glad to nate that 
the tension between the Congress and the 
executive branch, discussed in one of the 
lectures, had “very considerably relaxed.” 
And now look what has happened to that 
tension concurrently with the appearance 
of the book! 

What Mr. Biddle had to say about ft, as 
it existed in 1942-43, is, however, more ap- 
plicable to the more serious situation that 
now exists, for ‘the stresses the importance 
of co-operation. Substantive differences 
there will be, “but the Government of the 
United States transcends any particular 
policies, and is not the property of a po- 
litical group, whether the pafty in office 
or the opposition. What is of abiding im- 
portance is that the area of tension be- 
tween the Congress arfd the executive be 
reduced to minimum terms,” 
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Despite these tensions and ac 
weaknesses in the executive branch, its 
structure and organization and the occa- 
sional fragmentation of its authority, Mr. 
Biddle insists that the Government is es- 
sentially sound. 

“For,” he says, “the Government of the 
United States today is not a party govern- 
ment. It is not a New Deal 
It is an aggregate of the best available 
civilian talent which this country can mar 
shal... . If that is so, a broad indict- 
ment of the personnel of the Government | 
must necessarily fall to the ground. 

“The largest single question that those 
who would expe] the ‘bureaucrats’ must 
ask themselves is, Who is available to 
take their place? Responsible criticism 
must take into account the magnitude of 
our achievement and the dimensions of the 
problems by which we have been faced.” 

Such sober statements stand and justify 
themselves, regardless of the shifting ten- 
sions between the Congress and the ex- 
ecutive branch and all the rapid changes 
that occur in public opinion and events.

The question now, even as then, is whether the human 


race has sufficient intelligence and capacity to impose upon itself 
conditions which will assure that the future will, for a time at least, 
be relieved of mass murder, fratricide and suicide—that which we

We must not fail again. It is 
not too much to say that the next 
great world war may destroy 
civilization as we know it, and 
thrust us back into the Dark 


If peace is to be restored, main- 
tained, and made secure, that 
burden inevitably will fall largely 
upon those great nations whose 
fate it was to be powerful enough 
to win the war. 

It requires no demonstration 
now that the Soviet Union is one 
of these nations. 

It is also clear that peace will 
not “spring full-panoplied from 
the heel of victory.” 


Duties of Peace. 


Just how that postwar recon- 
struction will work itself out is 
not yet clearly discernible. But 
certain basic things are evident, 

. Egoistic selfishnesses of na- 
tions, whether great or small, will 
have to be controlled for the com- 
mon security. Even as rights and 
privileges, consistent with social 
welfare, must be protected: so, 
too, for the same purposes, duties 
and responsibilities will have to 
be assumed—or imposed. ... 

The physical significance of the 
Soviet Union to this problem is 
obvious. It contains the greatest 
contiguous land area of any of 
the nations of the earth. 

Their (The Soviet states’): re- 
sources—agricultural and mineral 
—are inestimable. 

Theirs is still a frontier, which 
would support a population six 
times that of the entire earth 
without being more populous than 
are the British Isles, 


A Great People. 


Their people are vigorous, phys- 
ically strong, emotionally rich and 
idealistic. They have demonstrated 
superb capacity for sacrifice and 
devotion to an ideal, They are 
neither cynical nor decadent. 
They react quickly to wrong. 
Their art, their music, their 
science, their literature, their 
achievements in war and peace 
bespeak a great people. 

Their leadership has demon- 
strated extra-ordinary foresight, 
wisdom and executive capacity in 
the severe tests of this war... . 

The Soviet Union, obviously, is 
as vital to postwar peace as it is 
to the winning of the war.... 

Any objective study of the ac- 
tual facts and performances, as 
well as professions, of the Soviet 
Union of the past 15 years will 
sustain the opinion that both for 
ideological reasons, as well as be- 
cause of practical necessities, the 
Soviet Union will contribute as 
high-mindedly as any of the great 
nations in the great enterprise of 
securing a durable and decent 
postwar peace. This is condi- 
tioned upon their confidence in 
the good faith, sincerity, and re- 
liability of the Western Democ- 
racies. 

The Soviet Union and the democ- 
racies both suffer from a heritage 
of past wrongs and prejudices, 
and these “legacies of suspicion” 
linger to disturb mutual trust. 

Differences in language have 
added to the difficulties. 

The war itself has induced 
stresses and strains upon both 
sides; but these, because of the 
wisdom and largeness of mind of 
the leaders of the Soviet Union, 
England and the United States, 
have been surmounted and over- 
come. The Moscow and Teheran 
conferences settied that... . 


Potential Dangers. 


The menace, not only to victory, 
but to peace, comes from the pos- 
sible political relations which 
might develop between the Soviet 
Union and the United Nations. 
There lies the potential danger 
and menace to peace. As in all 
matters of life, these relations will 
depend upon the confidence, con- 
duct, tolerance and devotion to 
altruistic purposes, which will ex- 
ist between the parties. The en- 
emy knows this very well. They 
never rest. By day and by night, 
constantly their foreign office and 
their propaganda agencies try to 
drive a wedge between the Soviet 
Union and its allies. ... 

As to the future, the situation 
will largely depend upon the de 
gree with which the Soviet people 
will trust the avowals of purpose, 
and good faith of ourselves _-and 
England. Neither they nor we 
will enter into a long-term con- 
tract except on a basis of trust 
and confidence in the good faith 
of the other party. So far as 
future peace is concerned, it may 
be more important as to what 
the Soviets think of us, than what 
the Western democracies think of 
the Soviets. 

So far as our attitude is con- 
cerned, there are many things 
which should sustain our confi- 
Gence in the people and the lead- 


philosophy of government is an 
altruistic one, It is based upon 
altruism and centers on the bet- 
terment and development of the in- 
dividual. The state is not the mas- 
ter, but the servant. Unlike the 
Nazi philosophy which defies the 
state as the ultimate end, . 
Soviet philosophy looks forward to 
the complete liquidation of the 
state. 


Effect of Revolution. 


The historians of political revo- 
lutions are generally agreed that 
in the first violence of revolution- 
ary impact, many outworn institu- 
tions are eliminated; but that in 
the post-revolutionary phase, the 
vital institutions are resumed and 
developed, 


This seems to have been the 
case in connection with the Com- 
munist Revolution in Russia. For 
the past 15 years, there have been 
definite changes in the policy of 
the Soviet Government. They have 
abandoned many of the classic 
theories of the original fanatical 
ideology. Militant atheism—de- 
struction of the family, have been 
replaced with constantly growing 
religious tolerance and very def- 
inite stimulous to the family rela- 
tionship and monogamy in social 
life. Trotsky’s idea of world revo- 
lution has been abandoned and in 
the cycle of the revolution, the 
Soviet Government has adopted a 
policy of co-operation and that of 
the good neighbor. It has promot- 
ed nationalism. It has adopted the 
profit motive as an incentive to 
make their socialistic experiments 
work. It abolished the Com- 
munist International, the agency

Interpreting the War News 


RUSSIAN BID FOR KNOCKOUT

HE Russian advance all along 
T the front in the Dnieper bend 

area, from the area of Vinnitsa 
almost to the Black Sea, suggests 
that the German commander in 
the south, Field Marshal Fritz von 
Mannstein, is now doing under 
pressure, and at the risk of local 
disaster, what he ought to have 
done long ago, at his leisure and 
in good order. He is withdrawing 
at long last to the line of the 
River Bug. 

Local disaster appears to have 
already overtaken some of his 
troops in and around the railway 
junction of Dolinskaya, which was 
cut off by the severance of the 
Dolinskaya-Nikolaev railway and 
captured Saturday. We should see 
a bag of prisoners reported from 
that point shortly, Another local 
disaster may come at Kherson. 
But perhaps the most significant 
statement coming from Russian 
sources is the report that the Ger- 
man troops in this area appear 
to have lost heart, to be thinking 
in terms of how to escape capture 
instead of how to make good their 
successive defensive positions. 

The decision on this front, how- 
ever, will hardly come between 
Vinnitsa and the sea. That is 
just a part of the cashing-in 
which the Russians are doing 
upon their notable investment in 
a big offensive between Tarnopol 
and Proskurov. 


Proskurov the Key. 

Proskurov itseli remaing the 
key position in the whole South 
Russian picture, for the moment. 
Should it give way, not only would 
the armies of Von Mannstein lose 
their one remaining direct rail 
communication with Germany, but 
the way would lie open for the 
beginning of a great Russian en- 
veloping movement around Von 
Mannstein’s left flank. 

This might take the form of a 
Russian penetration from the Tar- 
nopol-Proskurov area of the corri- 


dor between the Bug and the 
Dniester. This may not yet be 
possible; but it is the sort of 
classic enveloping movement be- 
loved of the Russian high com- 
mand, If it does develop into ac- 
tuality, the only safety for Von 
Mannstein is a swift retreat by 
every road and railway open to 
him, straight back from the Bug 
to and across the Dniester into 
Rumania. And should this be- 
come necessary, he will certainly 
suffer very heavily in the process; 
in fact, it might cause the disin- 
tegration and destruction of his 
whole force. 

Playing for Big Stakes. 

The Russians are playing for big 
stakes: The stakes toward which 
their main efforts have been di- 
rected ever since the German of- 
fensive toward Kursk collapsed 
last spring. Probably at this 
moment the prize which the Rus- 
sian high command has so con- 
sistently sought — the separation 
and destruction of Von Mann- 
stein’s southern armies—is more 
nearly within their grasp than it 
has ever been before. 

This is not because the Russian 
strategic position is a better one 
than it has previously been; ac- 
tually it is not as good, from the 

int of view of map strategy, as 
t was in February of last year 
when a Russian advance of 20 
more miles would have finished off 
the whole of the German armies 
in the curve of the Donets, The 
comparison which favors the Rus- 
sians now, as against that time, is 
one of available reserves, The Ger 
mans rescued themselves then, and 
on later occasions, by a powerful 
and well timed counterattack de- 
livered at just the right place and 
the right moment, They might be 
able to do that now, if they have 
the troops. But have they? We 
shall soon know the answer to that 
question; for if ever a big Ger- 
man counter-drive were called for 
it is now. If it does not come, it 
will be because the Wehrmacht is 
no longer strong enough to deliver 
it.

This 
happened after orders to that ef- 
fect were issued by the Secret 
Committee of Agitation. 

For its part, the neo-Fascist Re- 
publican Government _ celebrated 
the end of the strike by a “victory 
demonstration” of the Guardia Na- 
zionale Republicana (National 
Guard) to show the workers the 
regime's growing military and po- 
lice power.

T. GEN. JOSEPH W. STILWELL is a man so intensely and

years ago, President Roosevelt gave him his important and difficult 
mission—to keep China in the war and to get help to that embat- 
tled country as quickly as possible and by all means possible, 


Despite frustration after frus- 
tration, Stilwell has persevered 
with a doggedness that amounts 
almost to a passion. His first big 
setback was when the Japanese 
seized Burma, destroying the last 
overland supply line to China and 
smashing the small Chinese ex- 
peditionary force in which Stil- 
well had such high hopes. 


Starts Rebuilding. 


Within a few days after his 
withdrawal to India with the dis- 
pirited and half-starved remnants 
of his Chinese army, Stilwell had 
started to rebuild along the two 
lines he believed China could best 
be helped: first, through estab- 
lishment of an aerial supply line 
across the Himalayan Mountains; 
secondly, through training and 
equipping special Chinese divi- 
sions in both China and India for 
the purpose of smashing a new 
supply corridor through Northern 
Burma, 

The aerial road ig an accom- 
plished fact and the clearance of 
an overland road is now in its 
first phase here in Hukawng Val- 
ley, after —* preparation and 
heartbreaking delays. 

Ever since Gen, Stilwell started 
his job he has been at the end, or 
very near the end, of the Allied 
priority lists. He has had to ar- 
gue tenaciously for his project in 
Washington, in Quebec, in Cairo, 
against those who asserted that 
the new road would not be worth 
the expense and effort and that 
China was not a vital base for the 
defeat of Japan and could safely 
be left alone until the termination 
of the European war made it pos- 
sible to launch operations in Asia 
on a grand scale, 


Token of Good Faith. 


Gen. Stilwell, who spent 12 years 
watching the Japanese Army build 
up its main base of operations in 
Manchuria and China, and who 
knows ithe precarious state of 
China’s internal situation, hag no 
patience with such arguments, He 
considers the present campaign as 
much a moral weapon as a mili- 
tary one—a token of the good faith 
of America’s eee to China, He 
has a great affection for, and con- 
fidence in, China's common soldier 
and believes that if this campaign 
accomplished nothing else it would 
be more than worth the effort as 
a laboratory of Chinese-American 
military co-operation. 

Stilwell is a fighting General 
who believes that no time should 
be lost and that we should get as 
far as possible with the limited 
means at hand instead of marking 
time in complacent expectation 
that the European war will be 
over in a, few months.

F the Constitutional convention fails to produce a modern, progres- 
sive document for submission to the voters, as a growing fear in- 


to the fact that the present Con- 


stitution places the selection of delegates solely in the hands of the 
always practical organization politicians. The rulers of party organiza- 
tions in many local communities are dominated by selfish interests, 
corporate and individual, which are not concerned in the slightest 
degree with good governnient or the public welfare. 


Included in the personnel of the 
ecuvention are men and women of 
the very highest type, studious, 
conscientious and avidly striving 
to do a good job, but they are find. 
ing their efforts hindered, often 
thwarted, by other delegates, 


Some of these obstructionists 
are subservient political hacks. 
Others are adroit and able schem- 
-ers who, through political manip- 
ulation and influence, brought 
about their own selection for the 
purpose of wrecking specific gov- 
ernmental gains that have been 
made by the people by the use of 
the initiative provisions of the 
Constitution, and not to contrib- 
ute anything toward efficent gov- 
ernment. 


All the delegates were selected 
by the same partisan methods. 
That some are good and some are 
bad, some able and some medio- 
cre, is due to the fact that in some 
parts of the State the political 
organizations were not under the 
control of objectionable influences, 
while in others they were. With 
the system as it is, the wonder is 
mot that there are so many bad, 
but that there are so many good. 


Corrective Measure. 

Dr. Lewis E. Meador, delegate 
from Greene County, chosen at 
large in the State, has presented 
to the convention for later consid- 
eration an amendment to the re- 
port of the Initiative and Refer- 
endum Committee which he has 
designed to correct the glaring 
faults of the present plan for the 
selection of delegates. He would 
take the naming of the delegates 
out of the hands of the politicians 
but at the same time retain the 
idea of a practically equi-party 
representation. 

Under the present Constitution, 
a convention consists of 68 district 
delegates, two from each sena- 
torial district in the State, and 15 
delegates-at-large. The fault is in 
the virtual requirement that dis- 
trict delegates be selected by the 
politicians in the districts, plus 
the fact that through political 
scheming the State Committees 
of the two major parties have 
taken over the selection of the 
delegates-at-larze. 

The Constitution provides that 
the district delegates from each 
district shall be of different po- 
litical parties and “shall be nomi- 
nated in such manner as may be 
‘prescribed by the senatqrial com- 
mittee of the respective parties.” 

Except in isolated instances, in 
which nominating mass meetings 
were called by the committees, 
these district delegates have been 
named by the members of the 
party committees. While it is true 
these names were placed on bal- 
jot, the voters could vote for only 
one, and had no choice. Thus in 
each district the Republican vot- 
ers voted for the Republican and 
the Democratic voters for the 
Democrat, and both were elected, 
having actually been chosen by 
the members of the political com- 
mittees. 

What the People Intended. 

It was the intention of the 
framers of the constitutional pro- 
vision, adopted under the initiative 
in 1920, that these 68 district dele- 
gates should be equally divided 
between the two political parties, 
but it was not their intention that 
the politicians should take over 
the selection of the 15 delegates- 
at-large. It was the idea that these 
should in fact be non-political se- 
Jections, that they would be per- 
sons of wide experience, outstand- 
ing citizens. It was provided that 
they should be voted for on a bal- 
lot without political party designa- 
tion, and that they should be nom- 
inated by petition. 

But the politicians took over the 
selection of these delegates-at- 
large also. It must be admitted 
that with a very few exceptions 
they have risen above political 
consideration in these selections, 
and that for the most part those 
chosen as delegates-at-large have 
been of a very high type. How- 
ever, the fact remains that any 
time they see fit the politicians 
can choose the lowest type under 
the system. Here is how it works: 

Nominating petitions are filed 
with the Secretary of State. Some 
of the candidates are persons who 
have a zeal for public service, are 
fully qualified and would make 
good delegates. The petitions of 
others are circulated by politicians 
and lobbyists for selfish interests, 
which they will serve as delegates. 
The Democratic and Republican 
State Committees then meet, each 
selecting seven for indorsement, 
and they agree on the fifteenth. 

An obliging political Secretary 
of State then places these 15 po- 
litically indorsed persons first on 
the ballot. The average voter is 
familiar with the names of prob- 
ably less than half the 15. Usually 
he votes for the first 15 and lets it 
go at that. 

There were 34 names on the 
delegates-at-large ballot for this 
convention and the first 15, in- 
dorsed by the party committees, 
were elected. For the 1922 conven- 
tion there were 28 candidates and 
the first 15, indorsed by the party 
committees, were elected, 

Dr. Meador’s Proposal. 

Dr. Meador’s amendment pro- 
poses to eliminate political party 
committees from any voice in the 
selection of either delegates-at- 
large or district delegates in so far 
as that is possible. Apparently

there is no way to prevent party 
committees from indorsing candi- 
dates, but Meador would minimize 
the effect of such an indorsement. 


As to district delegates, his 
amendment provides that there 
shall be two of different political 
affiliation from each district, chos- 
en on separate ballots with polit- 
ical party designations. The names 
would go on the ballot by petition 
and the voters of each party 
would have their choice. This

The candidates for delegates-at- 
large also would be nominated by 
petition and would go on ballots 
with political party designations, 
and the voters of each party would 
choose. However, not more than 
eight of the delegates-at-large 
could be from one political party. 


A major correction is in a pro- 
vision ——— that the names of 
both district delegates and dele- 
gates-at-large should be rotated on 
the ballot so that each name would 
appear an equal number of times 
at the top of the ballot and in 
each position on the ballot. This, 
apparently, would effectively bar 
any real benefit from political 
party indorsement. It would be 
impossible for the party organiza- 
tions to direct the voting for the 
“first 15” or the “last 15” or for 
any particular order of 15. 


Curb on Party Advantage. 


Another possible advantage of 
the Meador amendment is that it 
would make certain that neither 
political party would have an ad- 
vantage of a majority of more 
than oné in the convention. 

In the two conventions which 
have been held under the present 
Constitution the party majority 
has been limited to one by agree- 
ment of the stats committees of 
the parties, the Republicans hav- 
ing the advantage in the 1922 con- 
vention and the Democrats in the 
present one. But it is possible 
under the present provisions, in 
the absence of such an agreement, 
for one party to control all the 
delegates-at-large. 

The vote on the Meador amend- 
ment cannot be forecast but it 
could be a test to show exactly the 
identity of the delegates who are 
in the convention for purely polit- 
ical and selfish purposes and the 
identity of those there for an un- 
selfish and public-service purpose,

Wallace Not Conciliatory, 


Wallace was unable to carry on 
the Garner tradition of concilia- 
tion in the Senate. A registered 
Republican until 1936, he was not 
accepted by either the Republican 
or the Democratic politicians 
there. He became one of the 
busiest Vice-Presidents in history, 
but his activities were mostly non- 
legislative. 


Wallace has been variously de- 
scribed as “the philosopher of the 
New Deal,” and “experimenter,” 
a “mystic” and a “dreamer.” <A 
Baltimore Sun commentator called 
him “one of the most admirable 
and ridiculous figures in the New 
Deal,” but did not add, that he 
had been made to look “ridicu- 
lous” by his own and the Presi- 
dent’s enemies for those very at- 
tributes that made him appear 
“admirable.” 

For 11 years Wallace has been 
the victim of a “bad press,” that 
is, his actions and statements 
have lent themselves to distor- 
tions by hig detractors. He was 
booed at the 1940 Chicago conven- 
tion after the President had in- 
sisted on his nomination for the 
vice-presidency, and his native 
State of Iowa, which had given 
Roosevelt majorities of well over 
100,000 in 1932 and 1936, went Re- 
publican by 53,570 when he was on

Back in his home town of San 
Antonio after two whirlwind terms 
on Capitol Hill, Maury was elect- 
ed Mayor, and promptly reorgan- 
ized the city health, police and fire 
departments.

What's in a Name? 


It is interesting, in any ap- 
praisal of the new rampaging 
SWPC chairman, to note the gen- 
esis of the dictionary’s definition 
of a “maverick” as an “unbranded 
animal.” When Maury’s grand- 
father, old Sam Maverick, was 
paid 450 head of cattle ip settle-

not be lost to Roosevelt if Wallace

On his return from his Pacific 
Coast trip, Wallace called a press 
conference. Rarely has a high of- 
ficial been subjected to such a 
merciless grilling. He would not, 
of course, say that he was seeking 
the vice-presidential nomination, 
but when a reporter asked, “Do 
you think you could hold the lib- 
eral vote better than any other 
vice-presidential nominee?” he 
frankly replied that the answer 
depended on what other person 
was nominated. 

Wallace was not trained for 
conciliation and compromise as 
Rayburn has been, Basically he 
is a farmer, a acientist Bnd a 
philosopher. He believes just as 
firmly in economic democracy as 
he does in political democracy and 
while he has emphasized that his 
concept of economic democracy is 
founded on the capitalistic sys- 
tem, individual initiative and pri- 
vate enterprise, his views are 
feared by many Democrats as 
well as by many Republicans. 


Roosevelt the Issue. 


President Roosevelt could force 
the renomination of Wallace or 
the nomination of any one of any 
other personal selection, such as 
Barkley, Stettinius, Wilson, 
Byrnes, Marvin Jones or Truman. 
After all, the President- and his 
three terms will be the issue next 
November. If Roosevelt made 
such a decision, Rayburn would 
accept it gracefully as a “regular 
party man” as he, Paul McNutt 
and others did three and a half 
years ago. 

The President “reorganized” 
Wallace and Milo Perkins out of 
the Board of Economic Warfare 
when these two officials became 
hopelessly entangled with Jesse 
Jones and the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. The political 
situation today is not comparable 
to the BEW-RFC squabble, but a 
precedent was set, just as a prece- 
dent was set when Vice-President 
Garner was denied a third term. 
At his recent press conference, 
Wallace said that in 1940 he was 
not informed about his selection 
for the vice-presidency until the 
last minute. The country, the 
convention and the candidates 
may have to wait as long again 
this year.

“There probably are such peo- 
ple, but the only time they get a 
chance to do anything is when the 
free-enterprise system is not work- 
ing at full speed.” 

Weight of the Evidence, 

Will a public works program be 
required at some point in the 
process of industry’s reconversion 
to peacetime production? There 
are optimistic voices which, bank- 
ing on the pent-up demands to be 
satisfied after the war, say no. 
The weight of the evidence is to 
the contrary. As Kaiser pointed 
out, months will be required by 
some industries to make the nec- 
essary readjustments, 

Harold D. Smith, director of the 
Federal Budget Bureau, is noted 
in Washington for careful think- 
ing and statement. He says: 
“Even if we as a nation succeed 
in handling the process of eco- 
nomic reconversion in the beast 
possible way, sharp dislocations 
are bound to occur. They will 
vary in duration and intensity in 
different areas. It may happen 
in some areas that, while private 
enterprise is swinging into peace- 
time operation, expanded public 
works programs will have to be 
used by state anid local govern- 
ments to provide employment — 
and, if the situation should be so 
acute as to threaten national sta- 
bility, then by the Federal Gov- 
ernment as well.” 

Department of Labor Report. 

A report from the Department 
of Labor predicts that, with the 
coming of peace, a large volume 
of unemployment will quickly de- 
velop “unless we can have ready 
a large-scale program of public 
works, non-construction as well as 
construction, to throw into imme- 
diate operation.” 

It is true, the report says, that 
while shrinkage is occurring in 
munitions manufacture there will 
be expansion in other lines. Still, 
for the first six to nine months 
“more workers will be laid off 
than can be hired in regular lines 
of work, no matter how favorable 
conditions may be, and it appears 
improbable that the unemployment 
problem can be reduced to small 
dimensions in less than a year and 
a half.” 

“It is important,” the report con- 
tinues, “to realize that this kind 
of prediction about the immedi- 
ate demobilization period does not 
depend on just when the war will 
end or on just how quickly we can 
hit our peacetime stride after that. 
If it takes a year or two more to 
knock out Japan after we have 
beaten Germany, some reconver- 
sion may take place before hostili- 
ties are finished, and this, while 
perhaps creating some unemploy- 
ment before the war is over, may 
shorten the transition period, 

Maybe 12 Million Jobless. 

“If industry hesitates and delays 
the change-back to full-scale civil- 
ian production, unemployment 
may run up to 12 million or more 
in half a year’s time, whereas it

‘As Members of Services to the Armed Forces, Group of 30 
From Here in Many Countries Overseas—Amusing In- 


cidents Related in Letters to Families and Friends.

OR at least 30 St. Louis girls, Easter this year will have little 
F significance as 


far as fashions are concerned, and little 
good will it do them to become nostalgic for home and the pre- 


war days when they donned new frocks and bonnets for the Haster 


parade, 


dark gray uniform of the American Red Cross. 


They have voluntarily exchanged colorful attire for the 


They are members 


of Services to the Armed Forces, known generally as SAF, and home 
now is where they can do the most good. ‘ 


The lot of this group is a 
difficult one, but there are com- 
pensations. Girls overseas are 
unanimous in their declarations, 
“It is the most interesting ex- 
perience of my life, and I 
wouldn't have missed it for any- 
thing.” Some of the volunteers 
still in this country are in train- 
ing for overseag service; others 
have been assigned to hospitals 
and camps within the United 

States. A few are in transit. 

' Their duties? Those in the 
overseas units make incredible 
thousands of doughnuts and gal- 
lons of coffee, and often slosh 
through rain and mud to hand 
them out. They plan picnics and 
' parties; play the piano or any 
other musical instrument at 
hand; sing in any key. They give 
plays with makeshift costurnes, 
and if the wobbly scenery falls 
down nobody cares, In fact one 
girl whose show had just such 
an accident wrote home that the 
soldiers thought it uproariously 
funny and demanded repeat per- 
formances with a guarantee that 
it would fall again, and in the 
game place. That was in Africa. 

The girls run errands for ev- 
eryone from GIs to ranking of- 
ficers who are billeted too far 
from towns, do their own laun- 
dry and mending in spare niin- 
utes and often end the day do- 
ing a fine rumba or jitterbug 
with any number of service men 
who come to headquarters after 
dinner. 

Some of the girls live in tents, 
ethers in Red Cross quarters, 
nd a fortunate few in hotels. 
While perhaps half the St. 


suis girls are Junior Reague: | 


members and ex-debutantes, they 
are drawn from all walks of 
life. Qualifications are high. Ap- 
plicants must have a college de- 
gree or its equivalent. If accept- 
ed they may choose one of four 
branches of SAF in which to 
serve. They may go into Camp 
Service, Hospital Service, Club 
and Recreation or Home Service. 
All training takes place in Wash- 
ington and lasts from two to six 
weeks. 

Instructed on Jengthy printed 
sheets, each qualified applicant 
must do her own buying at 
home. She leaves with a for- 
midable array of equipment, all 
compressed into a amall foot 
locker and one suitcase. She 
takes long underwear, at which 
ashe scoffs, and sole leather and 
tacks with which to mend her 
own shoes. Uniforms are ac- 
quired in Washington. 

The St. Louisans are scattered 
from China to Northern Ire- 
land, from the United States to 
Australia, in Italy, Africa and 
even Iceland, wherever our 
armed forces are on duty.

O date Miss Mary Leet Pit- 

cairn is probably the only St. 

Louis gir] to serve royalty, In 
a letter the other day to her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Norman B. 
Pitcairn, she gave details of the 
recent visit of their British maj- 
esties to an airfield somewhere 
in England. Miss Pitcairn and 
another American girl are doing 
clubmobile work, making about 
2100 doughnuts and 35 gallons of 
coffee a day and dispensing the 
refreshments to men in the 
neighborhood of her air base. 

The invitation to help enter- 
tain the King and Queen was 
the result of “a date with a cap- 
tain stationed at a field near 
here, who took me to an officers’ 
club where everyone was in a 
tixzy. Their majesties were to 
visit camp the next day and were 
stopping for morning coffee. 

“It was too funny,” Miss Pit- 
cairn wrote, “watching the GIs 
tearing around painting walls, 
waxing floors and furniture and 
making sandwiches and fancy 
cakes. They were all in high 
spirits, planning what to say and 
how they were going to address 
the royal pair. 


“The C. O. had asked the two 


girls at the Aero Club to serve 
coffee and invited me to come 
out and be the extra needed per- 
son. I, of course, was delighted. 
So next morning they sent a 
command car in for me at 9:30, 
and I think, with the exception 
of the royal party, I was the only 
person to leave or enter camp 
that morning. 

“We spent an hour arranging 
daffodils and fixing the tea table. 
Promptiy at 10:45 (15 minutes 
early) they arrived. They had 
been inspecting planes, brt the 
weather was windy and cold, so 
they cut their visit short. 

O. was in the line

The King and Queen went 
through first, then two aides, a 
lady-in-waiting, and then Gen.

The Queen chatted with 
us about the club and comment- 
ed on the. flowers, She was in a 
light blue outfit and the King 
was in his R. A. F.- uniform, 
They stayed only half an hour, 
then whipped off in their ancient 
red car with the royal crest on 
the door, accompanied by local 
policemen and a guard of honor 
—20 men from each squadron.”

I Meet Barrymore. 


WAS a reporter for the New 

York American at the time, 

and not entirely in the good 
graces of the city editor. I had 
come to the newspaper in 1918 
under the sponsorship of Damon 
Runyon, and to do sports. I did 
them—but not always in print. Mr. 
Runyon shuddered at the trapeze 
solos of his protege and others less 
tolerant than he leered in the di- 
rection of certain Park Row gut- 
ters, but Mr. Hearst refused to 
permit his  field-marshals to 
cashier me. But I was transferred 
for cause by Caleb Van Hamm, the 
distinguished managing editor, to 
the city staff where, it was antici- 
pated, I soon would be court-mar- 
tialed by a lieutenant-general 
known for his antipathy to young 
men of uncorked vigor. 


One of my few admirers on the 
American staff at the moment was 
John McMahon, the new drama 
editor. (Alan Dale was our frenzied 
critic during that glamorous 
epoch.) McMahon thought highly 
of me because I chewed tobacco 
when writing poems. “It shows 


you just don’t give a damn,” he. 


said. “I used to be that way.” 


To help free me from the ken- 
nels of the city editor’s displeasure, 
Mr. McMahon sometimes asked 
that I be “lent” to his theatrical 
department to write feature 
stories, gestures of good will in 
behalf of various impresarios 
whose plays needed tonics beyond 
the postage-stamp advertisements 
in the amusement columns, 


One November day McMahon 
borrowed me, saying: “Arthur 
Hiopkins has a play that is not 
catching on. ‘Redemption.’ Don’t 
bother seeing it. It gives you the 
creeps. But Arthur is a prince. 
Get an interview with John Bar- 
rymore. He's in it, poor guy.” 


I visited Mr. Barrymore in his 
dressing-room after the matinee 
performance.

Wonderful Days 
When a Boy With 
A Nickel Was Rich 


By Leonard Hall 


56* you remember those wonderful, far-off days when you 


were 14 and a nickel was a lot of cash? It’s different now, 
even with youngsters, but it seems to me that in those 
days money was sort of nonessential. Or could this be old age 
looking back at youth 
through a roseate haze? I 
recall one summer when we 
had a powerful demonstra- 
tion of the ultimate disad- 
vantages of breaking into 
the moneyed set. It was 
down in Potosi, and Curly 
and I contracted to clear a 
piece of land with ax and 
scythe, brush-hook and grub 
hoe. The amount involved 
in the contract was $480— 
a fairly fabulous figure, We 
finished the job, working 
through hot July days, and 
collected our wealth We 
also collected poison ivy, 
' ‘were laid up for three weeks 
and thereafter looked upon 
all capitalistic enterprise 

with a jaundiced eye. 
Every now and then a 
crisis would arise which required the accumulation of 20 cénts 
to buy a box of .22 shorts for the rifle, For such emergencies 
we had a solution. Out on Grandpaw Hall's farm were some 
old lead diggings which had been mined intermittently for 
more than a hundred years. It was always possible, by work- 
ing over the dirt heap at the mouth of the diggings, to glean 
a few pounds of “mineral” which the miners had missed. 
you could barter at the store for cash or trade at the rate of 
2 cents per pound—exactly the price which it had brought a 
hundred years earler. A half day's gleaning generally produced 
10 or 12 pounds, and the effort never seemed as onerous as 

working at a regular job. 
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@ WE DIDN'T REALIZE that we were following the time 
honored method of making a living which had been pursued 
for 200 years by a largé proportion of the residents of Wash- 
ington County. And we followed it with about equal per- 
sistence—working when we had a definite need for cash suf- 
ficient to outweigh the lure of the old swimming hole under 
the big sycamore tree on Breton Creek. Back in 1800, when 
St. Louis wag growing out of the swaddling clothes of a trad- 
ing post into the knee breeches of a village, there were settle- 
ments to the south in Washington County which had been 
mining and smelting lead and shipping it to New Orleans for 
nearly a hundred years. The discovery of the metal in Mis- 
sourl is shrouded in legend, but it must have followed very 
shortly on the opening of trade with the Osage Indians in 1695. 
Jesuit journals of 1700 tell of mines already producing. Twenty- 
five years later, enough glowing stories had gone back to 
France to bring Phillipe Francois Renault to America with 
200 miners and 500 slaves whom he added to his company at 
New Orleans and brought up the river by canoe to Ste. Gene- 
vieve, | 
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@ RENAULT WAS A HUSTLER, and he opened mines on 
Mineral Fork, Fourche au Renault and along Old Mines Creek. 
He built furnaces for smelting, and some of the foundations 
of these sti existed when I was a boy. The lead was cast 
into horseshoe-shaped pigs, which could be hung around a 
mule’s neck and transported to Ste. Genevieve on the river. 
But Renault returned to France in 1744, 20 years before St. 
Louis was founded, and mining went forward on a more hap- 
hazard scale. Then in 1790, Moses Austin rode all the way out 
from Virginia on horseback to look over the lay of the land. He 
had manufactured pewter and mined lead in Virginia during 
the Revolutionary War and now was looking toward the fron- 
tier. He took up a claim on Breton Creek, brought his family 
cut from Virginia and soon had things humming at Mine au 
Breton in a way which must have mystified his easy-going 
French neighbors.

@ NOW THE MINES WERE worked the year ‘round instead 
of just during the summer months. Austin organized his men 
and beat off the Osages when they attacked the settlement in 
1799 and again in 1802. It must have been in the 1820s 
that Austin again got the urge to go pioneering and headed 
for Texas to found a colony, He died there, but the job was 
finished by his son and Sam Houston. They brought Moses 
back -to Potosi and laid him to rest behind the old Presbyterian 
Church, in the graveyard that was an Indian burying ground 
before the white men came. Some folks from Austin, a few 
years back, got the idea they'd dig Moses up and take his 
bones back to Texas. But the people of Potosi said an em- 
phatic “No,” and I expect the old man is better satisfied. It’s 
mighty peaceful there where he lies under the big elms and 
honey locusts.

That is the 
summary of the marital meander- 
ings of the ex-movie star, Judith 
Allen, born Marie Elliot, a tea- 
cup society gal of Boston, whose 
first husband was Gus (The Goat) 
Sonnenberg of the grunt-and- 
ers, whose second was “Mild 

rish Rose” Jack Doyle of the 
prize-ring, and whose third—now 


suing—is Cpl. Rudolph Field, pub-— 


lisher. 

Field, of the “House of Field,” 
book publishing concern, was the 
modest author of the above sum- 
mary. But, take it from Judith, 
who paradoxically once appeared 
in a movie, “Too Much Harmony,” 
those “3-B’s” make a 1-A beef! 
And if there’s anything she didn’t 
get out of those varied altar trips, 
it was too much harmony.

LOS ANGELES, March 11. 
é6 AKE the witness!” Tense 
T silence grips the court room, 
The District Attorney has 
finished. The witness squirms. 
Now comes the Great Giesler— 
born Harold Lee Giesler near the 
haystacks of lIowa—commonly 
known as Jerry Giesler. Not yet 
60—but famous throughout the 
land, 


The court room buzzes. Giesler 
is undisturbed. He comes quietly 
to his feet—suave, poised, immac- 
ulate. He knows his stuff but does 
not strut it. Small wonder the 
court room is expectant. Here is 
the man who successfully defend- 
ed old Alex Pantages, young Paul 
Wright, crippled Moe (The Gimp) 
Snyder, nervous Errol Flynn, the 
shattered Busby Berkeley—and 
now the distraught and aging 
Charlie Chaplin, facing a morals 
charge and other legal entangle 
ments which the astute Giesler 
seeks to unsnarl. 


Well, why doesn’t he begin? Ah, 
but Giesler is not ready to begin. 
He begins when the jittery wit- 
ness least expects it. The young 
accusing witness in the Pantages 
girl-attack case made the jurors 
weep. Giesler made them think— 
and the witness writhe. He has 
come a long way, this clever son 
of a small town Dutch banker, but 
he has come the hard way and he 
can be plenty tough. Actually, he 
may ask only 10 vital questions 
before he shoots the $64 query. 
The other hundred are mere’ 
smoke screens. 


But this mild-mannered, balding, 
57-year-old lawyer can pack plenty 
of TNT into those 10 questions, He 
was trained by Earl Rogers, king 
bee of all Far Western criminal 
lawyers, who defended 100 killers 
and freed most of them. Rogers 
died in his early 50’s, after run- 
ning through a big fortune, but 
not until he had trained the eager 
young: Giesler. 


How well did Rogers train 
Giesler? Are they alike in appear- 
ance, similar in court procedure? 
Rogers was flamboyant, spectacu- 
lar, always dressed to kill. He 
wore long-tailed coats, some black, 
some brown, some gray—most of 
them heavily braided. He wore 
spats, gay vests, flourished an 
ornate lorgnette at opposing coun- 
sel and under the noses of judge 
and jury. He hated to have anyone 
walk behind him when he was pre- 
senting a case; yet he invariably 
stalked back and forth behind the 
prosecution to nettle his op- 
ponents. He often badgered both 
the judge and the prosecutor, 
slyly putting them on trial instead 
of his client. He quarreled and 
bickered and sometimes he even 
ranted and wept. But he was a 
good lawyer. . 


Giesler is quieter, dresses more 
sedately, keeps his voice down, 
outsmarts the prosecution, seldom 
antagonizes a judge. If he detects 
error creeping into the court’s rul- 
ing he does not bawl out the judge 
as Rogers would, Instead he 
bides his time. The next day, pos- 
sibly three days later, he says

softly: “If Your Honor please—” 
Then, adroitly, he places a finger 
on the error. The court sees it; 
undoes the damage before it is too 
late. Giesler likes to win his cases 
via the acquittal route: does not 
like court error which leads to 
reversals. 


In court he has one trait:in com- 
mon with Rogers: he’s always 
yanking off his horn-rimmed 
glasses, waving them in the air, 
biting the shafts, breaking them. 
Then an aid has to hurry in with 
replacements.

IESLER is a man with a keen 

mind and a poker face, He is 
deeply attached to his wife, Ruth, 
and their two children, Jerry Lee, 
9, and James Michael, 6, calls them 
on the phone every day, sometimes 
almost hourly. He is a close stu- 
dent of political, scientific and in- 
ternational affairs; likes the 
movies; quotes the Bible—reads it 
in court, as Rogers did; was chair- 
man of both the racing commis- 
sion and the boxing commission; 
sometimes clowns a little, makes 
bombastic but joking speeches (in 
the presence of a few cronies) 
nominating “Giesler for Gover- 
nor,” but has no desire for office. 


He was born in Wilton Junction, 
Ta. As a youth he drove a lumber 
wagon, greased axies, curried 
horses. Later he studied law at 
night, ran a collection agency, met 
Earl Rogers and was on his way. 

He is 5 feet, 11 and one-half 
inches tall, weighs 170 pounds, is 
inclined to be a bit stout and for 
this reason usually keeps the “lit- 
tle barrel” neatly buttoned under 
expensive double-breasted suits. 
His voice is light, not booming 
like some Washington Congress- 
men who make far more noise but 
much less money than the alert- 
minded Giesler. 


They say the Pringle girl-attack 
case in 1931 cost old Alex Pantages 
$250,000. I don’t know. Just how 
much of this Giesler got for turn- 
ing the superheat on the major 
witness, Miss Eunice Pringle, I 
do not pretend to guess. Anyway, 
he sat there for days intent on 
riddling her testimony—trying to 
convince the jurors that her story 
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was rehearsed and rehearsed as 
an actress rehearses—and in the 
end old Alex was free. Giesler is 
like that. When he gets on a 
point he stays there, like a bull- 
dog, until something gives. It was 
the same with Paul Wright, Moe 
(the Gimp) Snyder, Busby Berke- 
ley, Errol Flynn and others. Poker- 
faced Giesler sat in there and 
played poker. Some say luck had 
a lot to do with it. 


Maybe it did, but Giesler, never- 
theless, manages to convince ju- 
ries. He does it by cold logic. 
Rogers taught him to know the 
prosecution's case—know it inti- 
mately. Giesler soon became more 
adept at this than his mentor. 
How? By employing expert inves- 
tigators, by studying, late at night, 
every possible phase of the prose- 
cution’s buildup. 


Before the District Attorney says 
a word Giesler, by his uncanny 
system, seems to understand what 
the gentleman will say. Before 
he even touches his own defense, 
he outlines in minute detail the 
full set of tricks to be used by 
the prosecutor. He knows his wit- 
nesses, he knows his juries, and, 
far more important, he knows his 
psychology. Rogers read psychol- 
ogy, studied William James, took 
up medicine, and knew more re- 
ligious arguments than some min- 
iaters. It's the same way with 
Giesler. He's no physician, like 
Rogers, but you can’t fool him on 
many medical points. If he doesn’t 
know, he gets all the data he 
needs from doctors, 


Rogers could, and did, drag into 
court a man’s entrails to prove 
that a killing had to happen in 
just such a manner. The court 
habitues gasped but Rogers didn’t 
care. Once he sat in the witness 
box and pulled a dead man’s 
bloody hat down over his eyes as 
he told the jury what the prin- 
cipals must have been thinking at 
the exact moment of a murder. 


ROR 


IESLER, a trifle less spectacu- 

larly, follows somewhat the 
same code, He sits in the witness 
chair: “Now, ladies and gentlemen, 
what was Peggy Satterlee thinking, 
when she told you this, sitting 
here under oath in this court- 
room?” He then reminded the 
jury that an illegal operation fig- 
ured in the girl’s life before. she 
“set up this amazing story against 
Mr. Flynn.”. He quizzed the girl, 
gently at first, firmly at last. He 
acted .it out, made the jury see it, 
understand it. Flynn was freed. 


In the Paul Wright double mur- 
der case, Giesler’s name rang 
around the world—for this man 
had killed not only his own wife, 
but his best friend, in the white 
heat of rage—and every metro- 
politan newspaper played it big. 
Giesler' handled the _ revolver, 
dragged in the piano bench, fell 
off the bench, sprawled on the 
floor—just as Rogers would. He 
was trying to prove how the hap- 
less couple sat on that bench, 
what they were doing, their rela- 
tive positions when the bullets 
crashed into theirgpodies. 


Wright, broken and in tears, 
testified that what he saw was 
horrible, indescribable — that he 
killed in a white flame. 

Giesler lost this one to the jury, 
which found Wright guilty, but 
Giesler got Wright free just the 
same. He did it, as he knew he 
cquld, by means of a weird Cali- 
fornia law. This made it possible 
to plead, “Not guilty, and not 
guilty by reason of insanity.” You 
kill if you are crazy—you are free 
if you can prove you later became

sane. It was as simple—or as 
idiotic as that, Yet it freed Wright. 
I asked Giesler if it is true he 
clears his clients by some stroke 
of magic. He said it is not. It 
is work, work, work, plus the 
breaks. Some lawyers are fun- 
damentally lazy. Giesler isn't. 
When he takes a case, all he does 
is go into the famous Giesler rou- 
tine. Here's the way it works: 
The attorney, after hearing all 
sides of the case, makes copious 
notes on yellow scratch-pads. He 
consults law books, looks up all 
pertinent references, gets help 
from his assistants, has his ste- 
nographers whip all this into 
shape. He sets his investigators 
to work. One of these is a very 
clever woman, Even his intimates 
do not know he employs her. 
Sometimes his aids watch the ex- 
pression on the faces of jurors. 
Giesler, like Dunninger, seems to 
know what they are thinking. 
Gradually he learns the prose- 
cution angles. He writes up the 
prosecution's own case. He goes 
alone to a remote hotel, takes a 
room, argues it to himself, Fre- 
quently his own associates do not 
know where he is. But he’s in 
there—drinking milk—and ponder- 
ing. At night he walks thé floor; 
walks the streets. He sweats it 


out, 
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HEN ready he has amassed a 

tremendous amount of ma- 
terial. All this is neatly typed and 
indexed. No fumbling for Giesler. 
His manuscript is as neat as a 
Hollywood  director’s shooting 
script. He knows his papers, fol- 
lows his own system. In court he 
depends on one man. That man 
ia Giesler. 

His wife says he drops from 
eight to 15 pounds in every case. 
He is intensely high-strung, like 
a fighter about to go into thering 
for a championship clash. He 
burns—inwardly. 

By way. of recreation Giesler 
goes in a little for horse races, 
prizefights, some baseball and a 
lot of football. He’s bugs about the 
Trojans. When U. 8S. C. loses Gies- 
ier dies hourly. He likes good 
drama, knows music, shuns night 
spots. His Pennsylvania Dutch 
dad, James L. Giesler, was not 
overly religious, nor was his moth- 
er, who was of French lineage. 
But Giesler attended the Presby- 
terian church and treats religion 
with deep respect. 

He could have all the chauffeurs 
his heart desires, but drives his 
own station wagon, and likes to 


keep it neat. 

In dress he is rigidly conserva- 
tive. He made Flynn ditch the 
glamour boy costume. Bad jury 
reaction. Where Rogers sported a 
gaudy flower in his lapel, Giesler 
contents himself with neat ker- 
chiefs in the top pocket. His suits 
are blue, brown, gray, salt-and- 
pepper. 

He used to drink pretty freely. 
Then it was whisky, beer, old 
fashions. No more. Now he is 
strictly a milk guzzler. He doesn’t 
swear. I never heard him tell a 
dirty story. His best friend is 
Dave Fink. Fink is a politician, 
business man. Does he know 
Giesler? Nobody knows Giesler. 
He operates as a lone wolf, 


S Giesler a millionaire? They 

call him the “million-dollar 
mouthpiece,” but I doubt if Giesler 
is worth half what they say he’s 
worth. If his home cost $25,000 
I’m badly mistaken. It’s in the 
Beverly Hills area, but so is the 
Pacific Ocean. That means little. 

Giesler is liberal. Many a ham 
actor and broken-down fighter has 
benefited from his unparaded 
generosity. 

His darkest moment? When he 
believed he had failed at his Bar 
examinations. Happiest hour? 
When Earl Rogers let him place 
his name on the window. Stood 
in the street, stared at it, rapt as 
a Hollywood starlet seeing her 
name in electric lights for the 
first time. His closest friends 


other than Fink? Newspaper men. 


His few club appearances are 
when he toasts his reporter 
friends. Then he can be a very 
gracious host. 

Will Chaplain be his toughest 
case? Giesler’s cases are all tough. 
That’s why they are Giesler cases. 
Does he lose any? Oh, yes, he 
loses some and also takes a few 
without getting a dime. Politics, 
and the old friend in need stuff. 
Expense is high, too. He never 
pushes newspaper people around, 
will not permit his aids to do so. 
When Chaplin tried it Giesler 
squelched him. 

Giesler’s main worry now is 
his hair. It’s falling out something 
fierce—and they do say he dyes 
it to hide the gray. Jerry Giesler 
is proud and handsome—perhaps 
as vain as most of us—and he does 
hate the idea of standing up there 
in court with a bald pate shining 
like a billiard ball. To a friend 
he confided: “I’ve spent hundreds 
of dollars on my hair — and now 
look at it!”

Public Funds for 


Music

S guarantors grow more re- 

luctant, the managements of 

quasi-public institutions such 
as the St. Louis Symphony So- 
ciety will grow increasingly inter- 
ested in the possibilities of public 
subsidies. 

State-endowed orchestras are not 
new, of course. They have existed 
for a long time in Germany (and 
elsewhere) and though there was 
a certain amount of political inter- 
ference, even in pre-Hitler days, it 
did not prevent the maintenance 
of high artistic standards. Or- 
chestras in Hamburg, Leopzig, 
Dresden, Berlin and Munich were 
the best in Europe before the 
grand crash which destroyed all 
Germanic pretensions to a univer- 
sal culture. 


The only American orchestra 


which enjoys a Government sub- 
sidy is the San Francisco orches- 
tre. Theoretically the orchestral 
management does not control these 
funds since two series of concerts 
are given in San Francisco, one 
for the symphony subscribers and 
the other for the general public. 
In effect, however, it is all one 
season for the personnel of the 
orchestra is the same for both 
series, the conductor is the same, 
and the programs are approxi- 
mately of the samie quality.

Louis Symphony Society is not in 
an advantageous position to ask 
for governmental gupport, wheth- 
er from city, state or the Federal 
Government, It serves a relatively 
small part of the community's 
population, first, because the 
gteater public prefers Hedy La- 
marr to Beethoven and, second, 
because even all of those who are 
interested in symphonic music do 
mot hear the concerts, largely be- 
cause of price. 

If the symphony could gell tick- 
ets for 25 and 50 cents it might 
treble its yearly attendance and 
thereby make itself a much more 


important force in the community. 


Moreover, there would be three 
times as much word-of-mouth ad- 
vertising for the symphony which, 
in the nature of things, would tend 
to create an even larger audience. 
This further permeation of s0- 
called art music through the com- 
munity would also have the effect 
of softening many unwarranted 
prejudices among people who re- 
gard symphony concerts as func- 
tions patronized exclusively by 
blue-stockings, ————— and po- 
seurs. 
o * * 

A FIFTY-CENT top, however, 
would not bring in enough rev- 
enue even if it produced'a weekly 
audience of 12,000. A deficit would 
still exist and additional funds 
would have to be sought. Lower- 
ing prices, therefore, would not 
better the symphony’s financial 
condition. In fact, the immediate 
effect would probably be worse. 

But if the Symphony Orchestra 
intends to qualify as a cultural in- 
stitution entitled to public funds it 
will undoubtedly have to make its 
price range more attractive to 
the, as yet, untouched public. 
More than that, it will probably 
have to extend geographically the 
field of its activities. And, it 
seems to me, there are many pos- 
sibilities in that direction, 
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MANY ORCHESTRAS g0 on 
tour, but tours are never profit- 
able except as a form of civic ad- 
vertising. The supporters of the 
Minneapolis Orchestra have for 
years underwritten a long tour 
with the result that Minneapolis 
is known favorably all over the 
South and the mid-West. What I 
have reference to, however, is not 
the usual sort of tour, but an an- 
nual series of concerts in the 
smaller Missouri communities 
where symphony orchestras are 
known only through the radio. 

This would be a form of public 
service in the field of both enter- 
tainment and education, Students 
in the grade school and high 
schools’ of the small Missouri 
towns encounter music in the 
course of their studies just as 
much as the children of St. Louls 
and Kansas City. The adults of 
these towns are also becoming in- 
creasingly aware of music as an 
appropriate influence in a properly 
cultivated life. One can assume, 
therefore, that there are audiences 
for symphonic music in these 
towns, which proportionately 
might be greater than those in 
the more a cities, 

* * 


UNDER PRESENT conditions, 
the St. Louis orchestra could not 
consider such a-project. But the 
State Government, it seems to me, 
might appropriately take it on as 
part of its educational system. 

The question of public funds for 
art-music is no longer merely aca- 
demic. If private funds are with- 
drawn from musical institutions, 
they may languish for the mo- 
ment, but they will not die. Soon- 
er or later the governments will 
step in, not because they want to, 
but because they must. Complete 
governmental operation of sym- 
phony orchestras would undoubt- 
edly generate many objectionable 
features. Artistic standards prob- 
ably would fare better if the pres- 
ent private control could be main- 
tained. But private control also 
presupposes private support, and 
this—at the moment, seems to be 
failing.

Spinach Ring 


With Creamed Vegetables

ERE is a “quickie” that should 
intrigue even the spinach an- 
tagonist. To make the spinach

look its best, cook quickly in an 


open kettle juet a few minutes be- 
fore serving and as soon as tender, 
drain very thoroughly. To make 
it taste as good as it looks, there 
is nothing like using a smitch of 
garlic in the butter that seasons 
the spinach, and to get rid of the 
garlic before adding the butter to 
the spinach, Quickly molded in a 
hot ring and filled with hot fresh- 
cooked potatoes and carrots, that 
are masked with a mellow cheese 
gauce and you'll have a worthy

pinach Ring. 

One pound spinach, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one tablespoon but- 
ter or margarine, one-sixteenth 
teaspoon garlic (optional). 

Pick over and wash spinach 
several times in warm. water. 


Place in kettle; add salt and cook 
just until tender (about ten min- 
utes), turning over frequen to 
keep from scorching. Drain. Melt 
butter, add garlic if used, simmer 
to a froth, remove garlic, then 
pour over spinach. Toss well and 
fill a three-cup ring mold, Set in 


warm place while preparing rest 
of dish. 
Creamed Vegetables. 

One-half cup diced potatoes, 
one-half cup sliced carrots, one 
and one-fourth cups milk, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one tablespoon mar- 
garine, one tablespoon flour, one- 
half cup diced cheese, one table- 
spoon chopped parsley, one-fourth 
cup dry bread crumbs, two table- 
spoons margarine or butter. 

Put potatoes and carrots in 
milk. Add salt.and cook slowly 
until vegetables are tender. Melt 
margarine, add flour and some 
of milk from the vegetables to 
make a smooth sauce. Combine 
with vegetables and simmer until 
mixture boils and thickens. Then 
fold in the cheese and parsley. 
Brown bread crumbs in melted 
butter.

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Childrens Theater 
The Kids Write, Act 
And Stage Own Plays 


By Jack Balch 


T ISN’T every day that you get the chance to interview a 
[< Children’s Theater star. John Wilsonissuchastar. He’s not a 
grown-up with a grown-up theater that plays for children, but 
the real thing. John is a kid in a theater run by and for chil- 
dren as a project of the Downtown 
Y. M. C. A.’s Program Department. 
He is 9 years old, not quite four feet 
three inches tall, and weighs 70 
pounds. He is in the fourth grade 
at Delmar-Harvard in University City. 
Every minute he can “spare time 
away” from choir practice at church, 
and from being a boy scout, which 
consists of “hiking and making fires 
and wearing my uniform and all sorts 
of wonderful things,” he acts. When 
he was “younger,” he told me, his 
ambition was to be a policeman, with 
a job as fireman on Sundays to vary 
the monotony of bringing in criminals. 
— ——— He may still decide that what he 
wants to do eventually is lick whoever reigns in Joe Louis’ place 
at the time, but he doubts it,

“TELL YOU HOW IT is,” he says briskly. “My parents 
want me to keep on acting as long as I’m interested.” Out comes 
a smile. that puckers his face, turns every corner upward, and 
puts twinkles in his eyes and on his cheekbones. “That's all 
right with me. They allowed me to give up the piano to act, 
And now I like to act. I have come to believe that acting is, for 
me, the most wonderful thing there is.” His favorite feminine 
actor, I discovered, is Alice Faye. “Do you favor her for her 
ability or for her looks” I asked him, “Oh, for her looks, yes, 
very much.” His favorite male actor is Gary Cooper, “who walks 
like the North Pole.” For sheer ability he prefers an actor more 
his contemporary in years, Roddy McDowall. “When I grow up, 
I want to be as much like Roddy as I can.” “But he’s a little 
boy,” I reminded him, “by the time you've grown up, he——” 
“Yes,” said John, somewhat dejectedly, I — “I know, but I 
refer to Roddy’s acting.” 


IN SPITE OF THE fact that it is a theater, the chief in- 
tangible export of the Children's Theater is not the pleasure, in 
itself, that’s given the kids in the chance to act. Miss Irma 
Tucker, who's in charge of the theater for the “Y,” believes that 
the chief export is a sensé both of social responsibility and esthetic 
beauty. “A play takes in the world in miniature, whether the 
play's for adults or for children. In the children’s theater we ask 
the kids to invent their own dialogue to fit situations, They are 
at liberty, too, to push the story around all they like to get some- 
thing that makes the most sense and beauty. True, this might 
seem to'‘give their imaginations a scope that’s too free, but it 
works both ways. Things they figure up to have happen to their 
people, or not to have happen, as the case may be, must come 
up to the tests of group discussion, They’ve got to make sense in 
a democratic way. The kids also make their own props and ring 
their own curtain up and down.’ I stay out of the way as much 
as I can. They develop responsibility all right. Social and 
esthetic. More so than if they were ‘directed’ and the responsi- 
bility were not theirs.”

IN THE CASE OF a kid like John Wilson, “there’s the dou- 
ble pleasure of knowing not only that you're training him in 
habits that will help him in life, but that you’ve discovered authen- 
tic talent in him to justify the acting for its own sake.” John, 
in the. two years he’s been with the theater, has played the heavy 
* in “Little Red Riding Hood,” the “good guy” in “Cinderella,” has 
appeared in “The Three Bears” and in other plays for children, 
So good was he considered that he got the part of Pud in “On 
Borrowed Time” and of Toby in “Mrs. Miniver” when the adult 
theater of the “Y” produced those plays,

THE ELEMENT OF FUN is all-important to the theater's 
scheme. I saw what Miss Tucker meant by “fun” when I attended 
one of the kids’ rehearsals. The play was “Rumpelstiltskin.” In 
this play a little man named Rumpelstiltskin makes it possible 
for a beautiful Princess to turn flax into gold for a greedy King 
who'd kill her if she couldn't. In return the Princess promises to 
give her firstborn child to the little man unless she succeeds in 
guessing his name. The kids tore down the play to what it all 
meant, then built it up, dialogue, action and- motivations, as they 
went along. Their reasoning, to an adult mind, seemed, if less 
certain than Ibsen's, say, or O’Neil’s, nevertheless rich and in 
the direction consistently both of invention and order. And the 
play proceeded, not precociously, but to an accompaniment of 
laughter and good humor and good kids’ pranks,
